ESIDE.S the many other evidences the 

Holy Scripture carries in it, of a divine 
original, there are eſpecially remarkable the 
fublimity, excellency, and reafonableneſs of 
the doctrines it teaches ;-the wiſdom, holinefs, 
and perfection of the rules of life it lays 
down; and the ſtrength and efficacy of thofe 
ſanctions, with which it enforces its precepts. 
As the Threatenings have the greateſt ten- 
dency to ſtrike an awe upon the mind, and to 
lay a powerful reſtraint upon every irregular 


 ynclination ; ſo the Promiſes are of ſuch a na- 


ture as moſt ſtrongly to excite to, and give 


the greateſt encouragement in, a courſe of 
piety and univerſal holineſs. It is therefore 


with the higheſt reaſon the apoſtle ſays of 

them, That ere are given unto us\ exceeding 

great and precious promiſes, that by theſe we might 

be partakers of the divine nature, baving * | 
| N hr 
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the corruption that is in the world through lufty 
2 Pet. i. 4. They are great and excellent ; 
whether we conſidex the nature and variety of 
the bleſſings contained in them, the manner 
in which they are expreſſed, the certainty with 
which we may depend upon them, or their 
happy influence upon the mind, 

They contain bleſhugs of all ſorts, of the 
moſt excellent nature, and ſuited to eyery 
circumſtance. As man is made up of body as 
well as ſpirit, and the neceffities of this pre- 
fent life muſt be provided for, as well as his 
happineſs ſecured in the next ; in. the Promiſes 
abundant care is taken of both, and proviſion 
is made for the peace, comfort, and welfare 
of the Chriſtian, both in this, and in the 
other world, He is aſſured of the feyeral ne- 
ceſſaries and conveniencies of this life, in ſuch 
A mealure, as Infinite wiſdom ſees belt for him. 
And ſince we are expoſed to various troubles 
and calamities, there are many Promiſes mate 
With Telation to them: either that we ſhall be 
preſerved from thoſe afflictions, or, if it be 
neceſſary, we ſhould be exercifeg with them, 
that we ſhall be powerfully ſupported under 
them, and in the beſt time and way delivered 


from them, after that they have been made to 


anſwer the moſt excellent ends upon us. Nor 
is it eaſy to ſay, what a vaſt variety of conſo- 
lations are provided for our relief in thoſe 


Trials. But, | howeyer valuable, conſidering 
dhe circumſtances of our preſent ftate, the

What care is taken to 
eaſe the conſcience under the burden of guilt, 
and the apprehenſions of divine wrath, by the 
moſt gracious promiſes of pardon and mercy ! 
What aſſurances given of reconciliation_and 
acceptance with God, through the blood and 
"Intercefſion of the Redeemer ! To w_ .glo- 
rious rivileges and high honours is the Chriſ- 


tian advanced 7 Such as, the adoption of chil-- 


dren, a kind regard to all his prayers, the 
miniſtry of angels, and, an intereft in the 
grace, e and fellowſhip of God the Father, 
and of his eternal Son and Spirit. In the Pro- 
miſes is contained all that grace which Ts re- 
quiſite to refine and ennoble our natures, to 
enlighten our — to regulate our 
wills, and purify our affe 

us from fin, and all the contrivances and ſnares 
of the devil and the world, and to exalt us to

Tbe manner in which theſe bleſſings are 
promiſed, ſtill further adds to their value. 

ey are not expreſſed in general or ambi 

ous terms, but with the greateſt clearneſs and 
perſpicuity. God would not leave his people 
at an uncertainty, concerning his kind. inten- 
tions towards them. If the meaning of the 
Promiſe ſeem doubtful in one place, it is 
abundantly cleared up in ſeveral others. Nor

ions; to preſerve 
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is it only here and there in ſome few paſſages, 
or in a cold and reſerved manner, that God 
has fignified his good will ; but, upon the ac- 


count of our dulneſs and ſlowneſs to believe 


what God has promiſed, he has both made uſe 
of the ſtrongeſt words and phraſes that lan- 
guage could furniſh out, and has over and 
over, ina variety of expreſſion, often repeated 
the aſſurances of his favour, He has con- 
trived his Promiſes ſo, as to meet with all our 
objections, and remove all our doubts and 
fears: and herein he has been pleaſed to ſhew 
an affection, tenderneſs, and condeſcenſion, 
which could not be expected from an earthly 
prince to his ſubjects; much leſs from the 


great and glorious Majeſty. of heaven and 


earth, to ſinful duſt and aſhes, 

But what doth in the greateſt degree en- 
hance the worth and excellency of the Pro- 
miſes, is, the evidences we have, that they 
Mall certainly be made” good; ſince, as the 
apoſtle argues, Heb. vi. 17, 18. we have for 
them both the word and oath sf that God that 
cannot lie, that fo we might have flrong conſala- 
tion, . who have: fled for refuge, to lay hold upon 
the hope ſet before us. And of the covenant 
thus: confirmed, Chriſt the Son of God is made 


the Surety, Heb. vii. 22. having ratified it by 


his own blood, And that all the ever-bleſſed 
Trinity might concur in eſtabliſhing our faith 
upon the ſtrongeſt foundation, the Holy Spirit 
of God witn f fes, by 
Bis miraculous operations, when firſt poured 
forth upon the apoſtles, and by his ſanctifying 
influences upon the hearts of all true Chriſ- 


tians,

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tians, both then, and ever ſince, Hereby he 
inſpites into them a lively hope, and furniſhes 
them with well-grounded evidences of their 

intereſt in the Promiſes; and their hope makes 

them not aſhamed, becauſe the loue of God: is ſhed 
abroad in their hearts by the Holy Ghoſt, which 
is given unto them. Rom. v. 5. 

The Promiſes therefore of the Goſpel being 
of ſo excellent a nature, and confirmed to us 
by ſuch authority and evidence, cannot but 
have very great and happy influences upon the 
mind, when ferioully attended to, and applied 
with faith; eſpecially as they are the means by 


which the Spirit of God Carries on his work 


upon the foul. They are the Nrongelt argu- 


ments to perſuade the ſinner to tutn to God, 
the greateſt encouragement to a humble, be- 
lieving dependance upon the grace of Chriſt iv 
the Goſpel, ane the moſt powerful motives to 


fincere and univerſal obedience : fince by Em 
ner Tha 


we are aſſured, that every penitent 

And the : moſt gracious acceptance; that from 
the grace o riſt we ſhall derive ſufficient 
ſtrength and capacity for every duty; and 
that in keeping God's commands there is great 
reward, So that would we but duly conſider 
the ſeveral Promiſes made to every exerciſe 
of grace, and every performance of duty, 
what a ſpur would this be to quicken our flow 
pace in the ways of holineſs ! What an en- 
couragement to be ſtedfaſt and immoveable, al- 
ways abounding in the work of the Lord, foraſ- 
much as we know that our labour is nos in vain in 
the Lord, 1 Cor. xv. 58. 


A fixed, 
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A fixed; conſtant attention to the Promiſes, 
and a firm belief of them, would prevent ſo- 


| licitude and anxiety about the concerns of this 


life. It would keep the mind quiet and com- 


| poſed in every change, and ſupport and keep 


up our ſinking ſpirits under the ſeveral trou- 
bles of life. In the multitude of my thoughts 


within me, thy comforts delight my ſoul, Plalm 


xciv. 19. Chriſtians deprive themſelves of 
their moſt ſolid comforts by their unbelief, and 
forgetfulneſs of God's Promiſes. For there is 
no extremity ſo great, but there are Promiſes 
ſuitable to it, and abundantly ſufficient for our 
relief in it. | |

eue repeated aſſurances that his prayers ſhall 
be heard? With hov much ſatisfaction may 
he offer up the ſeveral deſires of his heart, 


when he reflects upon the texts wherein thoſe 
very mercies are promiſed? And with what 
feryour of ſpirit, and ſtrength of faith, may 
he enforce his prayers, by pleading the ſeveral 


gracious Promiſes which are expreſsly to his 


caſe? A 
Further, Great aſſiſtange and encourage- 
ment may the Chriſtian derive in his ſpiritual 


Warfare, when he takes a view of the many 


* Promiſes of grace and ſtrength, to mortify 


ſin, and to reſiſt the devil; of ſucceſs and a 


final victory in his conflicts with the enemies 
of ſalvation: and of an incorruptible crown 


of glory, to be given him as the reward o 
his 
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his firmneſs, conſtancy, and perfeverauce. A 
great deal more may be ſaid, but that I would 


not too much enlarge this Introduction, to 
ſhew of what excellent uſe the Promiſes would 
be, if duly attended to, to promote all the ex- 
erciſes of the divine life, and to inſpire into a 
ou man comfort and joy in every ſtate of 
life. 

That the Chriſtian might have before him, 
in one view, the many great and precious Pro- 
miles ſcattered up and down in Scripture, and 
in ſuch a method, as eafily to find what is ſuit- 
able to his caſe, I have drawn up the follow- 
ing collection. The occaſion indeed, of my 
firſt entering upon it, was to aſſiſt ſome young 
perſons, who very commendably, and to their 
great advantage, are employed in improving 
themſelves, and one another, in the knowledge 
of the Scriptures; one of their exerciſes being 
to treaſure up in their memories, and queſtion 
one another upon the Promiſes, under their 
ſeveral heads. At firſt I intended to put to- 
gether.a ſmall number, upon ſome principal 
jubjects; but, upon ſearching the Scriptures 
more and more texts ſtill offering themſelves, 
which I thought equally to my purpoſe, this 
collection at length grew ſo large, that the 
taking ſo many copies as were wanted, would 
have been a tedious work: for which reaſon, 
and in hopes it might ſerve the ſatne uſeful end 
to others, 1 at Jaſt gave way to its being 
made public. Since 1 compleated it, I have 
examined {ome other collections I have met 
with, and have added out of them thoſe few 
texts, which I had not before obſerved ; ſo 
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that I believe, this is the fulleſt collect ion of 
the kind of any extant, at leaſt that 1 have 
ſeen, 

1 have endeavoured to put them together in 
ſuch a method, as might be eaſieſt, and fitteſt 
for common uſe, I have not increaſed the 
heads to ſo great a variety of particulars, as 
ſome may expect ; both becauſe too many di- 
viſions rather confound, than aſſiſt the me- 
mory; and alſo the applying of the Promiſes to 
caſes too particular, would have too much 
confined their uſe, when capable of a more ex- 
tenſive application. If any therefore want the 
Promiſes for ſome caſe they don't find here 
mentioned, they m_ meer with them under 
ſome more general head, within which that 


caſe is comprehended. And for the ſame rea- 


fon, ſome of the Promiſes may ſeem not ſo 
properly to belong to the head under which 
they are ranged; but as they. are-near a-kin to 
it, I choſe rather to put them together, than 
to multiply heads. There are alſo other texts 
which ſome may think ſhould have been 
placed elſewhere; for inſtance, ſome of the 
Promiſes under the head of Temporal . Bleſ- 
ſings,” are by ſome underſtood in a figurative 


_ ſenſe of ſpiritual, and ſo on the contrary, 1 


have taken them in the ſenſe that appeared to 
me moſt agreeable to the deſign of the Spirit 
of God ; though ſometimes, where I thought 
the words were capable of both ſenſes, I have 
written them in both places. Many other 
texts alſo, might be ranged under different 
heads; for example, either in the firſt part, 


among the Bleſſings promiſed; or in the ſe- 
| | cond, 
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cond, containing the Graces and Duties to 
which Promiſes are made; and ſometimes un- 
der either of thoſe heads, which being nearly 
related, follow one another; as the head of 
Sanctifying Grace in general, and Converting 
Grace. If therefore what you look for be 
not in one place, you may expect to find it in 
the other: for which purpoſe che references in 
the Table of Contents will be uſeful; for I 
have generally endeavoured to avoid repeti- 
tions. Sometimes, indeed, the ſame text may 
be met with in different places, but then it 
is applied to different purpoſes; as when ſe- 
veral bleſſings or duties are comprized in one, 
as Prov. xxii. 4. in p. 10. gif 

Though all the Scriptures here collect une 
der the name of Promifes, are uſeful for the 
comfort and encouragement of Chriſtians, in 
the caſes ſpecified; yet they are expreſſed in 
different forms. Some contain direct Promiſes 
and Aſſurances of ſuch and ſuch bleflings. Of 
theſe ſome are made to all in general, according 
to the rules and limitations of the Goſpel ; as 
Pſal. Ixxxiv. 11. p. 1. and Pfal. xxxiv. 9, 10, 
p-. 3. But others are addreſſed to particular 
good men in Scripture, which yet every Chriſ- 
tian may take comfort in. So that Promiſe 
made to Joſhua, chap. 1. 5. { will not fail thee, 
nor forſake thee, is by the Apoſtle applied to 


Chriſtians in general, Heb. xiii. 6. In the ſame 


manner, Promiſes made to particular churches, 


are applicable to the church of God in gene- 

ral; as thoſe in the Old Teſtament to the 

Jewiſh church, Iſa. xxvii. 3, and Zech. ii. 5. 

in p. 8. and thoſe to oy churches in the New 
2 


Teſtament, 
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Teſtament, PhiL iv; 3 p. 3. Rom. xvi. 20. 
p. 57- and many more. The rule in both theſe 
caſes, is, that whatſoever Promiſes are made 
in Scripture to particular perſons, in caſes, and 
for reaſons that equally concern other good 
men, they are applicable to the comfort of all, 
and may be pleaded with faith in prayer. The 
words of the Apoſtle afford a ſufficient foun- 
dation for this obſervation, Rom, xv. 4. Whats 
 feerrr things were written aforetime, were written 
for our learning, that we through paticnce and 
"© comfort, of the Scriptures might have hope. 

The Promiſes alſo made in particular caſes * 
to perſons in Scripture, may be applied to the 
Encouragement of others, ſo far as the caſe and 
circumſtances agree, though not abſolutely, 
and in their whole extent. Thus the Promiſe 
made to Solomon. (2 Chron: i. TT," T3.) ot 
wiſdom,ind alto of riches and honour, beyond 
all that were before him, becauſe he aſked of 
God wiſdom rather than riches, &c. is appli- 

cable to Solomon only, in its whole extent; 
hut yet gives encouragement_to_eyery Seo . 
Wa hope, that if he ſeek of God wiſdom 
above all other things, he ſhall obtain a large 
meaſure of it, according to what his ſtation 
requires, and alſo ſo much of other worldly 
advantages,. as God ſees beſt for him, accord- 
ing to thoſe more general Promiſes, Prov. 
viii. 17, 18. In the ſame manner the Promiſes 
made by Chriſt to his Apoſtles of the Holy 
Spirit, 7c teach them all things, and bring all 
things he had ſaid to them to remembrance, John 
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Xi. 26. and to guide them into all truth, chap. 
xvi, 13. though they are not to be applied to 
5 5 others, 
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others in the ſame degree as to the Apoſtles, 
who were by the Spirit extraordinarily in- 
ſpired, and inſtructed in the whole revelation 


of the Goſpel, and infallibly ſecured from er- 


ror, this being peculiar to their character as 


Apoſtles; yet they encourage all other Chriſ-- 
tians to expect from the Spirit all that illumi- 


nation, inſtruction and guidance, which is ne- 
ceſſary for them in their ſeveral circumſtances, 
upon the diligent uſe of all appointed means, 
ſo that the (hal be preſerved from all dange- 
rous and fatal miſtakes and errors, according 
to thoſe Promiſes, 1 John ii. 20, 27. Pfal. 
xxv. 12, and others, made to good men in 
general. . 


Beſides thoſe Scriptures, that run in the 


form of Promiſes, there are others, which are 


obſervations or declarations of the bleſſings 


that generally attend the ſeveral exerciſes:of_ 


1 — and . holinefs; as Pſal. cxi. 5. in p. 3. 
And Prov. xvii. 10. in p. 5. and moſt of thoſe 


collected out of the Proverbs and Eccleſiaſtes. 
But as theſe are obſervations made under the 
inſpiration of the Spirit of God, they give the 
ſame encouragement to expect the bleſſings 
mentioned in them, as if they were in the form 
of Promiſes. |

Some of the texts are petitions put up by 


Chriſt for his Church; as thoſe taken out of 
John xvii. Theſe give the ſame encourage- 


ment as the Promiſes do; for we are aſſured, 
that whatever Chriſt aſks for his people, is 
certainly granted, . 

The fame may be ſaid, in ſome degree, of 
the prayers put up by other ſaints in Scrip- 
ture, for themſelves and others; eſpecially the 
prophetical prayers, Gen. xlix. Dent. xxxii, 
and in other places. Since thoſe prayers were 
delivered under the inſpiration of the Spirit, 


we know oy were agreeable to the will of 


God; and fo far as circumſtances are the ſame, 
all other good men may hope to be heard in 
aſking the ſame bleſſings of God. But of this 
fort 1 have taken but few, both becauſe it is 
more difficult rightly and with judgment to 
apply them, and leſt | ſhould too much ſwell

the limitation, as far as may be for. God's 

lory, and our good : both which: are, in ef- 
a, one. Nor will theſe: limitations leſſen 
their value, with any thinking ſerious perſon, 
For all outward things are of ſuch a nature, 


as to be capable of being either good or evil to 


us, as circumſtances vary. Riches, though 
in ſome circumſtances they may be very uſe- 
ful and valuable, in which caſe God will be- 


ſtow them according to the tenour of his Pro- 


miſes; yet in others they may be, and often 


prove, very pernicious: no wiſe man, in that 


caſe, would deſire them. Thus afflictions, in 


ſome inſtances, may be of the greateſt ad vau- 
tage to us. Then they are mercies: the in- 


flicting them is a token of favour, and the 


preventing them would be a judgment, inſtead 
of fulfilling a promiſe. Now it muſt be al- 
lowed, that of all theſe circumſtances, the in- 


finitely wiſe and good God is the beſt judge ; 


fince he has before him, in one view, the 
whole compaſs of every eaſe, in all its circum- 
ſtances, and is more concerned and watchful 
for our good, than we can be ourſelves. The 
Promiſes therefore relating to theſe things, 


ſhould not lie by neglected; but we ſhould HX 


our faith upon them for the rmercies we want, 


with a firm dependance upon the power and 


faithfulneſs of God, though with an entire 
ſubmiſſion to his ſuperior wiſdom, to chuſe 


what is beſt for us.

"favours from God, for want of a more Fre- 
quent Tedfalf exerciſe of faith upon_the Pro- - 
miſes relating to thefe things. They either 
aſk not, or not in faith, and therefore receive 
nothing from God, James i. 6, 7. Or, they 
defire and aſk, but not for right ends, (to take- 
notice of another limitation hinted at by the 
ſame apoſtigy Jam. iv. 3) not for God's ho- 
nour, but te conſume it upon their luis; and 
ſo they t amiſs, and therefore receive not. 
This collection therefore will give great aſſiſt- 
ance to the faith of Chriſtians, when they ob- 
ſerve how full and expreſs the Promiſes are, 


and how ſuitable to their ſeveral exigencies, 
eyen in things'concerning this life. POETS... 
It may be ohjected to many of the texts, 
that they are taken out of the STe, 
and were Promiſes made to the Jews under a 
diſpenſation, wherein a greater ſtreſs is laid 
upon temporal bleflings, than under the Goſ- 
pel; and conſequently, that Chriſtians cannot

anſwer, That it is true, the Gofpel has 
a much greater tendency to dre d e 5 | 
from, and leſſen our regard to outward felicity | | 
and proſperity, than the Law; fince it has 
brought in a better hope, and gives more clear 
diſcoveries, and more full aſſurances of ſpiri- 
tual and eternal bleſſings, and recommends 
theſe as our main concern: and therefore our 
deſires and expectations of temporal bleſſings 
ought to be very moderate, and bear no pro- 
portion with our concern for ſpiritual. But 
yet, that Chriſtians may take comfort in, _

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upply to themfelves the Promiſes of the- Old 


Teſtament, and in things relating to this life, 
is evident from that declaration of the apoſtle, 
1 Tim. iv. 8. Godlineſs is profitable unto all 
things, having promiſe of the life that now is, 
and of that which-is to come, Where the apoſtle 
affirms, not only that godlineſs is profitable to 


this, as well as another Tife, but That it has 


Promiſes relating to both ; by which it is pro- 
Table he meant thoſe of the Old Teſtament, 
a great part of the New being not then com- 
mitted to writing, or not publiſned among 
the Churches. Beſides, as was obſerved be- 
fore, the Promiſes made in the Old Teſta- 
ment, the apoſtle applies to Chriſtians, and 
that upon the principle above-mentioned, 
Rom. xv. 4. An inſtance of which we have, 
among others, in his preffing obedience to pa- 
rents on Chriſtians, Eph. vi. 2, 3. from the 
temporal Promiſe annexed to the fifth com- 


mandment, delivered to the Jews. To which 
may be added, that there are many Promiſes. 


; of temporal bleſſings to be found in the 2 
. and as- expreſſi ve as thoſe in the 
Old Teſtam 


ent, as will appear upon the pe- 
ruſal of this collection. | 


Nor do I think the cafe of gone men under

The fentences therefore, which in Ig, in the 
Proverbs, and other places, expreſs the earthly. 

_ adyantages attending righteouſneſs in its ſeve- 
"ral branches, and the il conſequences of vice;. 
are not to be looked upon as univerſal Dolls. 
tions, but rather as obſervations of the proper- 
tendency of virtue and vice, and their natural 
connection with ſuch» and ſuch benefits and 
miſchiefs, though. liable to ſome exceptions in 
particular cafes, as. moſt general obſer vations 
and maxims are. And there is now the ſame 
connection eſtabliſhed. by God in the courſe of 
things between moral good and evil, and ſe- 
veral advantages and miſchiefs, though ſubject 
to ſuch variations as God, in his wiſe provi- 
dence, ſees fit to make from his more ſettled. 


As to the Promiſes of ſpiritual and eternal 
bleſſings, they are to be applied. according to 
tenor of the Goſpel. It is to faith, re- 

| pentance, love, and fincere obedience, that 


the Promiſes in general are made of pardon, 
grace, ap? path; as appears from a 4 
multitude of texts here collected. And in- 
deed, without theſe diſpoſitions, none can 
juſtly lay claim to any of the temporal Pro- l 
miſes. But becauſe, in many caſes, a ſeridus 5 
perſon may be doubtful whether he is con- 
verted or not, whether there be in him that 
faith, repentance, and holineſs, which *

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be a proof that he is in a ſtate: of favour with 
God, and ſo intitled tothe Promiſes; I ob- 
ſerve, that as there is a · difference between

It is alſo to be obſerved, that the other Pro- 
miſes of Divine influences, of the increaſe of 
grace, of preſervation from fin, of grace to

life and glory, though every ſincere Chriſtian 
may apply them, and depend upon them, yet 
they all ſuppoſe the diligent uſe of all the 
means of grace, watchtulneſs, a conſtant ap- 
plication to, and dependance upon the ſtrength 
of Chriſt, and the grace of his Holy Spirit, 
and a ſincere regard to all the other duties of 
the Goſpel; as appears from John xv. 4, 10. 
and many other paſſages to be found in this 

collection, eſpecially in the latter part.

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To obtain the comfort of the Promiſes in 
the Second Part, every one mult ſee that they 
bein a good degree poſſeſſed of the graces, 
and that they diligently perform. the duties, to 
which the Promiſes are made; and that from 
a principle of faith in Chriſt, and love to God, 
expreſſed in an habicual care and endeayour to 
pleaſe him. For, whatever. duty we do, 
without a real regard to God therein, de- 
7 upon Chriſt for acceptance, in whom 
all the Promiſes are Yea and Amen, we can ex- 
pect no reward from him. God may juſtly 
reject ſuch a claim, with Did ye it at all to me, 
even to me? And for the ſame reaſon, thè ob-

As to the converhon of the Jews, it has in- 
deed been the opinion of many learned men, 
that nothing more is to be expected, than 
what has already been done in the ſeveral, but 
eſpecially the firſt ages of Chriſtianity ; but l 
do not ſee what ſenſe can he made of the 


eleventh chapter of the Romans, but upon 


the ſuppoſition. of a further ind more general 
converſion to the Jews, even of that part of 
the Jewiſh nation which were then cut off from 


the true Church for their infidelity : and as 


the apoſtle applies to this purpofe a 'paſſage 
quoted out of one of the prophets, it ſeems to 
me to ſerve as a key for the right underſtand- 


ing a great number of places in the Prophets 
concerning the ſtate of the ſews in the latter 
days; a great part of which I have therefore FF ; 


collected, or referred to in the laſt ſection. 
I know, indeed, thoſe prophecies are ſuppoſed 


by Grotius, and other learned Commentators, % 


to have been fulfilled by the return of the

. 
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Jews from the Babylonifſh captivity, the fa- 
vour they obtained from ſeveral princes, and 
the victories gained by the Maccabees, over 
the enemies of the Jews. And' perhaps the 
foretelling of thoſe remarkable events, was in 
part the deſign of at. leaſt ſome of thofe Pro- 
phecies. But they muſt be allowed alſo to 
have had a further view, it we conſider the 
low, afflicted, and perſecuted ſtate of the 
Jewiſh nation, moſt part of the time after 
their Terurn to their own land, under the Per- 
fian, Grecian, and at length the Roman em- 
pire, and the cbrruptions and ditorders that 
crept into, and at laſt quite over-run their 
Church; of which Dr. Prideaux has given a 
very full account, in his exceMlent hiſtory. 


Now this no way agrees with thoſe ſublime 


and lively deſcriptions of the peace, proſ- 
= perity, holineſs, and flouriſhing condition 


both of their Church and ſtate, foretold in 
2X thoſe prophecies ; as particularly in Jer. xxx. 
9, 16; Ezek. xxxiv. 28. and xxxvi 11. Joel 
ii. 17, 20. Sc. Beſides that, in many of 


thoſe Prophecies the latter days, or the days 
of the Meſſiah, are expreſsly pointed at, as 
the time of their accompliſhment. This has 


therefore Jed many to apply all thoſe paſſages 


to the Gentile Church, which they ſuppoſe to 
be ſpoken of under names and characters pro- 


per to the Jewiſh Church, as being typified by 
it. But whoever will carefully obſerve the 
connection of the ſeveral parts of thoſe Pro- 


7 phecies, muſt acknowledge that the Jewiſh 
nation is in ſome of the verſes plainly ſpoken 
ot, and that in other verſes of the ſame con- 
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text, the Promiſes of converſion and reſtora- 
tion to their own land, are made to the very 
ſame perſons; of which ſee inſtances in the 
chapters above-mentioned, and in Hoſea ii. 
and iii. | 

There are many indeed of thoſe who expect 
a mores general converſion of the Jews, that 
yet will not admit of their reſtoration to their 
own land, but ſuppoſe they ſhall be, upon 
their converſion, embodied: with the ſeveral 
nations among which they live. But in thoſe 
prophecies. concerning them,. which evidently: 
refer to the Goſpel times, there are ſeveral 
paſſages which ſpeak ſo fully and poſitively of 
their return to their own country, and that 
Jeruſalem ſhall be rebuilt and reinhabited by 
them, that it ſeems to me impoſſible to under= 
Rand them in any other than the literal ſenſe, 
without doing them great violence; as Jex. 
xxxii. 471. and xxxiii. 16. Ezek. xxxvi. 17 
24, 28. xxxvil. 25. Zech. xii. 6. xiv. 11, We: 
It is beyond my preſent deſign, and the com- 


paſs of this Iutroduction, to give all the rea- 


ſons that incline me to theſe ſentiments : they 


that pleaſe to ſearch further into the matter, 


may conſult Doctor Whitby, and other learned 
writers. I fhall conclude what I have to ſay 
upon this head, with recommending it to- 
Chriſtians, to make uſe of theſe texts to raiſe 
their hopes and expectations of. thoſe future 


happy times, when the Goſpel ſhall be preached * ? 
more — throughout the world, the 
1 


Chriſtian Church receive a vaſt acceſſion by 
the calling of the Jews, and the coming in of 
the fulneſs 'of the Gentiles; and holineſs, 

"& peace, 
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peace, and love, ſhall flouriſh, probably in a 

reater meaſure than ever, at leaſt fince the 

apoſtles times. Let this be the ſubject of 

their daily and moſt fervent prayers, and 

theſe Promiſes be made uſe of as pleas to in- 
force their petitions, and ſupport their faith. 


Though this ColleQion has coſt me not a 
little time and pains, | think it very well be- 
ſtowed, not only upon the account of the ad- 
vantage I have myſelf received from the ſtudy 
of the Promiſes, and the aſſiſtance I fill ex- 
pe& from this Book, for my private thoughts 


and compoſures for the pulpit, by having it 


continually before me; but alſo in hopes it 
may be uſeful to others in ſeveral reſpects, for 
promoting the holineſs and comfort of Chriſ- 
tians. Here they have before them, in one 
view, the Tiches of the Covenant of Grace: 
here are all the ſtrongeſt arguments to per- 
fuaade to real religion, to recommend every 
duty, and to ſupport in every afflicted and per- 
plexed caſe. This Book may be very uſeful 


to aſſiſt in prayer, both for the reaſons before- 


mentioned, and alſo becaufe from hence one 
may be furniſhed with variety of proper mat- 
ter and expreſſion upon all the caſes we are 
concerned to repreſent to God, And as the 
ſtudy of thele Promiſes would be to the ad- 
vantage of all forts of perſons, it might be a 
very uſeful and eaſy exerciſe for children, to 


be employed in learning ſome of the Þlaineſt | 


texts under thoſe heads which are the moſt 
proper for them, and to queſtion one another 
upon them, being inſtructed by their teachers 
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in their ſenſe and uſe In this way, the di- 
rectors of the education of children in the 
Charity-ſchools, may make this Book ſerve 
good ' purpoſes, for the inſtruction and im- 
provement of their children in the knowledge 
of the Scriptures, And I know no better way 
of enriching the minds of children with uſeful 
and ſolid knowledge, than by making them 
well acquainted with the Scriptures them- 
ſelves, thoſe pure, unmixed fountains of ex- 

cellent and divine wiſdom, and. treaſuring up 
in their memories a great numher of ſelect 
Scriptures moſt ſuited to their capacity and 
uſe. For this end, I have frequently thought 
of making ſome proper collections, particu- 

larly for the benefit of the Charity - ſchool at 
St. Alban's, and of all other children, whoſe 
parents or teachers ſhall think fit to make uſe 
of them; which, perhaps, I may hereafter. 
finiſh, if this meet with acceptance. 
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If we would reap the comfort and benefit 
of theſe Promiſes,. it is not enough that we

rious Chriſtians make the Promiſes the fre- 
quent ſubject of their converſation together, 
and at the ſame time take notice of the ſeveral 
inſtances wherein they have been made good to 
themſelves, and others within their obſerva- 
tion, it would both impreſs them upon their 
memories, and. very much increaſe their force 
and influence upon their hearts. 


But care muſt be takew to underſtand them 


in their true ſenſe, and rightly to apply. them. 


Miſtaken apprehenſions of Scripture, have of- 
Ne been the cauſe of peoples deceiving them 


ſelves with ungrounded comforts and expecta- 
tions; or, at leaſt, they have not built their 
coinforts upon proper texts, though they may 


have had ſufficient foundation for them in 


other places. The comparing 'one Scripture 
with another, as they Tie here together, will 
be, in many caſes, of 

right underſtanding them. And in moſt in- 
ſtances, it will be ſtill. a further advantage ta 
turn to the place quoted, and conſider the cir- 
cumſtances of the text, and.its connection with 
the context. This will ſhew how far there is 
an agreement of your caſe with that referred 


to in the text; and, „ how far 


the Promiſe is to be applied, whether abſo-

and ſhould bring forth her ſon Jeſus, who ſhould 
ſave his people from their fins, he taketh his wife.

When the time of Mary's delivery drew near, 
there came forth a command from Anguftus, that 
all the Roman world ſhould be taxed, which taxing 
was firſt made, when Cyrenius was governor of 


_ » Syria,' Lpke ii, 1. whereupon Joſeph went up from 


-- Galilee, from the city of Nazareth, into Jugdea into 
the city of David, which is called Bethlehem, be- 
* cauſe he was of the houſe and lineage of David, 
that he might be taxed, with Mary his wife, being 
great with child? Luke ii. 4, 5. 

During their abode there, ſells Chriſt, the Son 
of God, in the fulnefs of time, was born of the 
- moſt blefſed Virgin Mary, at Bethlehem, Matt. i. 
xxv. and ul, 1, 5. Gal. iv. 4. in the four thou- 
fandth year of the world, faith the learned Primate 
of Ireland, Doctor Uſher, whom Mary rolled in 
ſwaddling clothes, and laid him in a manger, be- 
- * cauſe there was no room in the inn, Luke ii. as 
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Lord and Saviour Jesus Cyrtsr., 1799 
Chriſt being thus born, his nativity was revealed 
by an angel of the Lord, to ſhepherds that were - 
keeping their flock by night in the "neighbouring 
fields, which word, a multitude of the heavenly 
hoſt receiving, prayed for glory to God, peace to the 
earth, and good will to men. When they were de- 
parted, the ſhepherds making haſte to Bethlehem, 
found Mary and Jofeph, and the child lying in the 
manger ; and they publiſhed that which was told 
them concerning the child, and ſo returned, praiſing 
and glorifying God, Luke ii. 8, 20. . 
The eighth day after his nativity the child was 
circumciſed, and his name was called Jeſus, which 
was ſo appointed by the angel Gabriel, before he 
was conceived in the womb. Luke ii. 12 
Preſently after, the wiſe men from the Eaſt, be- 
ing guided by a new and extraordinary ſtar, came 
to Herod to Jerufalem, and there, having learned 
that the birth-place of Chriſt was Bethlehem of 


 Judea, they went thither, and entering into the 


houſe which was pointed out to them by the ſtar 


that ſtood over it, they found the little child, and 


Mary his mother, and falling down they worſhipped 
him, and opening their treaſures, they offered unto 
him gold, 1 and myrrh. Then being 
warned of God in a dream, that they ſhould not 
return to Herod, they departed into their own 
country another way, Matt. ii. 1, 12» © _ 
The fortieth day after her delivery, Mary went 
up to Jeruſalem to the temple, both that ſhe might 
preſent him to the Lord according to the law of the 
firſt-born ; and alſo that ſhe might offer for herſelf 
a pair of turtle doves, or two young pigeons” (ſhe 
being ſo poor that ſhe could not offer a lamb) ac- 
cording to the law concerning women that had lain 
in, Luke ii. 22, 23, 24, 27. with Levit. xii. 2, 3s 


4, 6, 8. 


When his parents, Joſeph and Mary, brought 
the child Jeſus into the temple, to do for him ac- 
cording 
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cording to the cuſtom of the law, there came in at 
the ſame time, Simeon of Jeruſalem, to whom it 
was revealed by God, that he ſhould not die before 
he had ſeen the anoiated of the Lord, whom he 
took in his arms, and praiſed the Lord, adding. 
propheſies, both concerning Chriſt and his mother. 
At the ſame inftant alſo came Anna, a propheteſs, 
the daughter of Phanuel, who alſo acknowledged 
the Lord openly, and ſpake of him to all that 
looked for redemption in Jeruſalem, Luke iii. 
25, 38. 1 | 

"rus when Joſeph and Mary had performed all 
things according to the Jaw of the Lord, they re- 
turned into "Galilee, to their own city Nazareth,. 
Luke ji. 39. Oe 

Some time after, the angel of the Lord appeared 
unto Joſeph in a dream, warning him to. fly into: 
Egypt, thereby to provide for the life of the child, 
and to eſcape the malicious deſigns of. Herod; who 
having by the wile men heard that one was born 
King of the Jews,” ſought to deſtroy him: and ac- 
cordingly Joſeph, when he awaked, took the young, 
child and his mother by night, and went into Egypt, 
where he remained until. the death of Herod, 
Matt. ii. 13, 14, 15. | | 
But Herod, thinking that the young child had. 
been ſtill at Bethlehem (being further provoked by. 
the wiſe men's not returning to him) that he. might. 
deſtroy him amonght the reſt, ſent forth ſome of his 
ſoldiers, who killed all the children which were in. 
Bethlehem, and in all the coaſt thereof, from two. 
years old and under, according to the time of the 
ſtar firſt ſeen in the Eaſt, concerning which he had. 
enguired of the wiſe men, Matt. ii. 16. 

After the death of Herod, who had ſought the life 
of the young child Jeſus, the angel of the Lord ap- 
- peared again to Joſeph in a dream, whilſt he was in 
Egypt, commanding him that he ſhould return with 


the, young child and his mother into the land of 
| | - Irael, 
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Iſrael, for that he that ſought his life was dead; 
and accordingly when Joſeph awaked, he performed 
what was by the angel enjoined him. Matt. ii. 
19, 20, 21. 
But when he was come back into the land of If- 
rael, he heard that Archilaus reigned in Judea, in 
the room of his father Herod ; he therefore feared to 
80 thither : and being warned of God in a dream, 
e departed into the parts of Galilee (which te- 
trarchy Herod had given by will to Antipas) and 
there dwelt in the city of Nazareth, from whence 
Jeſus took the name of Nazarene, Matt. ii. 22, 23. 
and the primitive Chriſtians of Nazarenes, Acts 
XXIV. 5. | \ | 
When Jeſus was twelve years old, at the feaſt of 
the Paſſover, he was brought to Jeruſalem by his 
parents, Joſeph and Mary; and when the ſeven. 


days of unleavened bread were ended, his parents 


returning home, Jeſus ſtaid behind them. But ſo 
ſoon as they miſſed him, they ſought him three days, 
and at laſt found him in the temple ung in the 
midſt of the Doctors, hearing them, and aſking 
them queſtions, ſo that all that heard him were 
aſtoniſhed- at his underſtanding and anſwers.

Then went Jeſus down with his parents to Naza- 
reth, and was obedient to them, Luke ii. 51. and 
duting his minority, followed his father's trade of 
A carpenter, eating his bread in the ſweat of his 
brows, as appears by the ſpeeches of his fellow , 
citizens.

The thirtieth and the laſt jubilee, falling in the 
thirtieth year of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and in the 
beginning of his Goſpel, John, his forerunner, pro- 
claimed in the wilderneſs, Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, and make his paths ftrait, Mark 1.

For in the 13th year of the 
reigu of Tiberius Cæſar, Pontius Pilate being go- 
vernor of judea, Herod Antipas tetrarch of Gali- 
lee, his brother Philip tetrarch of Iturea, and the 
region of Trachonitis, and Lyſanias tetrarch of. 
Abilene, under the prieſthoods of Annas, and Cai- 
phas, came the word of the Lord unto John the 
ſon of Zacharias in the deſert, Luke iii. 12. ac- 


cording unto whoſe command this Nazarite, both 


prieſt and prophet of the Lord, did baptize in the 
deſert. of Judea (in. which there were many cities 
which are mentioned, Joſh. xv. 16.) preaching the 
baptiſm of repentance for the remiſſion of ſins, 
Matt. iii.

And when all the people were baptized, Jeſus 
came alſo from Nazareth of Galilee to Jordan to 
be baptized of John, Luke iii. 21. Matt. iti. 13. 
Mark i. 9. which office John denied at firſt to per- 
form, as ſtanding in need himſelf to be bunte 6f 


Chriſt; but the Lord urging that thus it behoved |

tized him, Matt. wii. 14, 15. Jeſus then beginning 


to be about thirty years old, Luke iii. 23. 

At this time there was made a moſt illuftrious 
manifeſtation of the bleſſed Trinity: for the Son of

On the third day there was a marriage in Cana 
of Galilee, to which Jeſus was invited, together 
with his mother and his diſciples, where he turned 
water into wine, the beginaing of his miracles : and 
his glory. being hereby made manifeſt, his diſciples 


believed in him, John ii. 1, 11. 


After this he went down to Capernaum, He, his 
mother, and brethren (or kinſmen). and his diſci- 
ples, and tarried there not many days, John ii. 12, 
And thus we are come to Chriſt's entering upon his 
public miniſtry, whoſe acts ſhall be ſet forth accord- 
ing to four diſtin paſſovers out of the Harmony of 
the four Goſpels contrived by Dr. Richardſon, Bi- 
ſhop of Ardah in Ireland, and recorded by the Pri- 
mate, Dr. Uſher: in which this is ſingular, that 
St, Matthew only is found not to obſerve the order 
of time, which is conſtantly obſerved by the other 
three Evangeliſts ; excepung only the parentheſis of 
John's being caſt into priſon by Herod, Luke iii. 
19, 20. |

The firft Paſſover of the Miniſiry of CHNISTH, John 
Ii. 13. from which the firſt Year of the Seventieth, 
and laſt Week of Damiel began, in aubich the Cove- 
nant 15 confermed avi; many, Dan. 1x. 27. with 
Matt. xxvi. 28. 


ESUS went to Jeruſalem to the Paſſover, and 
going to the temple, he ſcour ged out them 
that bought and fold there: and for a fign of his 
authority, he declared upto them that the temple 
of his body.ſhould be diſſolved by the Jews, and 
be raiſed again by * John ii. 13, 14, 19. 
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He wrought miracles, and many believed on him, 
but he did not commit himſelf to them, becauſe he 
knew what was in man, John ii. 23, 24, 25. 

He inſtructed Nicodemus, the diſciple that came 
to him by night, in the myſtery of regeneration, 
and about faith in his death, and the condemnation 
of unbelievers, John iii. 1, 21. Then leaving Je- 
ruſalem he went into the land of Judea with his.diſ- 
Ciples, ver. 22. There he tarried and baptized, 
(viz. by the hands of his diſciples, who had been 
before baptized, either by himſelf, or by ſohn.) 
At this time John baptized in Ænon, for he was not 
yet caſt into priſon, John iii. 23, 24. There aroſe 
a queition between ſome of John's diſciples and the 
Jews about 2328 ver. 25. Then did John 
inſtruct his diſciples, who told him of Jeſus in a 
way of emulation, concerning himſelf, and his of- 
- fice, and of the excellency of Jeſus Chriſt the Son 
of God, giving this notable and laſt teſtimony of 
him before his impriſonment, ver. 26, &c. For 
preſently after, Herod the tetrarch caſt John into 

riſon, for reprehending his inceſt with his brother 

hilip's wife, and-other evils done by him, Mark vi, 
17, 20. Matt. xiv. 3, 4, 5 

+ Jeſus hearing that John was caſt into priſon, and 
that the Phariſees had heard that there were many 
made diſciples by him, and baptized, viz. by the 
hand of his diſciples, he left Judea (having ftaid 
there about eight months) and went into Galilee, 
. iv. 1, 2, 3. Matt. iv. 12. But in his way, 

e muſt needs go through Samaria, where he 
brought the Samaritan woman near the city Sychar, 

and the citizens thereof, to the knowledge and ac- 
knowledgment of him, four monthe before the 
harveſt (or the Paſſover) about the middle of the 
ninth month called Ab, John iv. 4, 5, &c. 

Jeſus having ſtaid two days in Sychar, he went 
onward in his journey into Galilee, John iv. 43. 
This was his ſecond return from Judea into Cs 
_ arteer 
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after his baptiſm, and being received of the Gali, 
leans who bad ſeen what things he had done at je- 
ruſalem, he preached with great fame in their ſy- 
nagogues, John iv. 45. Luke iv. 14, 15. Mark i. 
14, 15. | 

"In Das of Galilee he healed the ſon of a noble- 
man that lay fick, John iv. 46, 54 He wrought 
miracles alſo in Capernaum, and afterwards came 
unto Nazareth, here he had been brought up; 
and entering into the ſynagogue (as his cuſtom was) 
he expounded to them the propheſy of Ilaiah con- 
cerning himſelf: the citizens at firſt wondering, but 
afterwards being filled with wrath, they thruſt kim 
out of the city, and endeavoured to caſt him dow 
headlong from a hill; but he, paſting through the 
miditof them, went his way, Luke iv. 16, 30. 

Jeſus then leaving N3zareth dwele at Capernaum, 
and there ſo taught them on the Sabbath days, that 
they were aſtoniſhed m his doctrine, Luke iv. 31, 
32. Mark i. 21, 22. Alſo at the ſynagogue in 
Capernaum he caſt out an uaclean ſpirit, cemmand- 
ing him that he ſhould not tell who he was, Luke 
iv. 33, 37- Mark i. 23, 28. After which he 
aroſe and went out of the ſynagogue into the houſe 
of Simon and Andrew, where he healed Simon's 
wife's mother that lay ſick of a fever, Luke iv. 38, 
39. Mark i. 29, 30, 31. Matt. viii. 14, 15: 
About ſun- ſet jesus healed all the ſick folk which 
were brought to him, and caſt out devils, com- 
manding them to hold their peace, Luke iv. 40, 
41. Mark i. 32, 33, 34. Matt. viii. 16, 17. In 
the morning he went into a deſert place to pray, 
and when Simon and others ſought, and would have 
ſtaid him, he anſwered, that he muſt preach to 
other cities alſo, Luke iv. 42, 43, 44. Mark}. 
5 hen Jeſus went through all Galilee, and taught 
in their {ynagogues, and caſt out devils, Luke iv. 
44+ Mark i. 39. and as he ſtood by the lake of Ge. 

1 neſareth, 
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neſareth, a great multitude preſſed upon him: he 
entered therefore into Simon's ſhip, and taught the 
multitude from thence, Luke v. 1, 4. and when he 
had left ſpeaking, at his command there was a 
great draught of fiſhes taken; at which Simon Pe- 
ter, and Andrew, James and John, being aſto- 
niſhed, he commanded them to follow him, and he 
would make them ſiſhers of men, Luke v. 4, 11. 

Mark i. 16, 20. Matt. iv. 18, 22. 

Thea Jeſus went through all Galilee, teaching 
in their ſynagognes, and healing every diſeaſe, and 
his fame went through all Syria, and a great mul- 
titude followed bim, Matt. iv. 23, 24, 25. 

In a certain city Jeſus healed a leper, who, 
though he was forbidden, yet publiſhed it: and - 
they came to him from every place to hear him, and 
to be healed, inſomuch as he could no more openly 
enter into the city, but was in deſert places, and 
ptayed, Luke v. 12, 15. I;j:rki. 40, 45. Matt. 
vii. 1, 4. | 

Then again Jeſus entered into Capernaum, his 
own city, aſter iome days, and taught them at home, 
ard before the Scribes and Phariſees, and a great 
wultitude: He forgave fins to one fick of a pally, 
who was let down through the roof of a houſe, and 
healed his diſeaſe to the aſtoniſhment of them all, 
Luke v. 17, 26. Mark ii. 1, 12. Matt. ix. 1, 8. 
Then went Jeſus forth again by the ſea- ide, and 
all the multitude came uato him, and he taught 
them, and as he paſſed by, he ſaw, and called, 
Levy, or Matthew, ſitting at the receipt of cuſtom, 
Luke v. 27, 28. Mark it. 13, 14. Matt. ix. 9. 

Jeſus in the houſe of Levi deſerded both tmſelf 
and his diſciples for eating with. Publicans, and ex- 
cuſeth and vindicates them againſt the Phariſees for 
their not faſting, Luke v. 29, 39. Mark ii. 15, 22. 
Matt. ix. 10, 13. And it came to paſs on the ſe- 
cond Sabbath atter the firſt (7. e. the firſt Sabbath 
of the new year, inſtituted after their coming ** 
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of Egypt, and beginning from the month Niſan, or 
Abib) ſeſus going through the corn- fields, cleared 
his diſciples ſrom the charge of the Phariſees, be- 
cauſe they plucked the ears of corn; and explained 
the doctrine of the Sabbath, Luke vi. 1, 5. Mark ii. 
23, 28. Matt. xii. 1, 8.

The fecond Paſſiver of the Miniſtry of CH AIS, 
from which the ſecond Tear ef the ſeventieth Week 
of Daniel begins. | 


FTER this was the feaſt of the Jews, and je- 
ſus went up to Jeruſalem, and healed on the 
Sabbath-day a man that had an infirmity thirty- 
eight years, who lay at the Pool of Betheſda ; and 
made a moſt divine apology to the Jews, who ſought 
to kill him, becauſe he ſaid that God was his Fa» 
ther, John v. 1, 47. 2 
Afterwards he went from thence and entered into 
a ſynagogue and taught, and healed one that had a 
withered hand: whereupon the Phariſees went forth, - 
and ftraitways, with the Herodians, took counfel 
how they might deſtroy him, Luke vi. 6, 11, 
Mark wm. 1, 6. Matt. xil. 9, 14. 
But Jeſus, when he knew this, withdrew himſelf 


to the lea, and healed the multitudes that followed 


him, ftraitly charging them that they ſhould not 
make him known, and. commanded his diſciples, 
that a ſmall ſhip ſhould wait on him, becauſe of the 
multitude that thronged him, Mark iii. 7, 12. Matt. 
xii. 15, 21. 

And it came to paſs in thoſe days that he went in- 
to a mountain to pray; and when it was day, he 


choſe twelve, whom he called apoſtles, who are ſpe- 


cified by name, Luke vi. 12, 16. Mark iii. 13, 19. 
And he came down with them from the moun- 


tain, and ſtood in a plain, where a great multituce 
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came to him, and he healed them all, Luke vi. 17, 
18, 19. T | 
After this they went into an houſe, and the mul- 
titude came together again, ſo that they could not ſo 
much as eat bread 3 and when his kinſmen heard of 
it, they went to lay hold on him, for they ſaid, be 
is beſide himſelf, Mark iii. 19, 20, 21. $36 
When Jeſus ſaw the multitude, he went up into a 
mountain, and when he was ſet, his diſciples came 
unto him; and then he preached that long, and ex- 
cellent ſermon, firſt to the apoſtles, and afterwards 
to all the people, Lake vi 20, 49. Matt. v. vi. vii. 
Now when he had ended all his ſayings inthe au- 
dience of the people, be entered into Capernaum, 
where he healed the Centurion's ſervant that lay fick 
of the palſy, ready to die. Luke vii. 1, 10. Matt. . 
viu. 5, 13. | | 
The day following he went into the city of Naim, 
and raiſed one that was dead, and carrying out to 
his burial, which was the only ſon of a widow: 
whereupon his fame ſpread abroad. Luke vii. 11, 
17, : 
| * the Baptiſt, being yet in priſon, and being 
moved with the relation of his diſciples concerning 
the fame and deeds of Jeſus, fent two of them un- 
to him, ſaying, Art thou he that was to come, or ſhall

| | John. Aſter which he upbraided ſome of the ci- 
ties for their ingratitude, and yet willingly ſobmit- 
ted to the ſole good pleaſure of his Father, who hid 
his Son from ſome, and revealed him to others. 
f | Luke vii. 18, 35. Matt. xi. 2, 20. 


Then Simon the Phariſee, defired him that he 
would eat with him, and as they were at meat he 
defended againſt Simon, and abſolved the woman, 
a ſinner, that waſhed his feet with her tears, and 
wiped them with the hair of her head, both kiſſing, 
and anointing them, Luke vii. 36, 50, 1 
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It came to paſs afterwards that he went from city 
to city preaching, and his diſciples were with him, 
and certain women miniftred unto him; Luke viii. 
$6725.4 


Then they brought unto him one that had a devil 


that was both blind and dumb, and he healed him, 
and zealouſly defended himſelf againſt the Phariſees 
and Scribes that came down from Jeruſalem, that 
blaſphemed him, ſaying, He cafteth ent dewils through 
Beeſzebub: Mark iii, 22, 30: Matt. viii. 22, 37. 
Then ſaid ſome of the Scribes and Phariſees to 
him, Mafer, we would ſee a fign of thee; to whom, 
when he had ſharply rebuked them, he would give 
no other ſign but that of Jonas. Matt. viii. 38, 45. 
Whilft Jeſus ſpake to the people, it was told him 
that his mother and brethren Rood without defiring 
to ſee, and to ſpeak with him; but Jeſus anſwering, 
ſhewed them whom he accounted for his mother, 
and brother, and fifler. Luke viii. 19, 20, 21. 
Mark vi. 31, 35. Matt. xi. 46, 50. 4 6.5 
The ſame day Jeſus. went out of the houſe, and 
ſat by the ſea fide, and great multitudes.were ga- 
thered unto him, ſo that he went into a ſhip, and 
fat, and taught the multitude many things, by the 
parable of the ſower, and by divers other parables. 
Luke viii. 4, 18. Mark iv. 1, 34. Matt. xiii. 1, 


Alſo the ſame day when it was evening, he ſaid 
unto them, let us launch forth unto the other ſide of 
the lake: and when he had given an anſwer to 
ſome that would follow him, and ſeat away the mul- 
titude, they took bim even as he was in the ſhip, and 
by the way there aroſe a great tempeſt, but he re- 
buked the wind and calmed the ſea, and ſaved his 
diſciples, Luke viii. 22, 25. Mark iv. 35, 41. 
Matt. viii. 18, 27. 

When they came to the other fide into the coun. 
try of the Gadarenes, or Gergaſenes, which was on 
the oppoſite ſhore to Galilee ; and when be was 

gone 
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gone on land, there met him two poſſeſſed with de- 
vils, very fierce (Mark and Luke mention but one)' 
out of whom Jeſus caſteth: the devils, and ſuffered 
them to go into the herd of ſwine ;_ whereupon the 
Gadarenes deſired him to leave their coaſts, Thea: 
d:d the poſſeſſed perſons importune him that they 
might abide with them ; but he denied their requeſt, 
and ſent them back to publiſh about Decapolis what 
great things Jeſus had done for them. After which 
he paſſed over again by ſhip to the other ſide, and 
from thence went unto his own city, (Capernaum) 
Luke viii, 26, 36. Mark v. 1, 16, 17, 20. Matt. 


vii. 28, 33,

And it came to paſs that when Jeſus was returned, 


the people received him gladly, for they waited for 


him, and he was by the ſea-ſide, Luke vii. 40. 


Mark v. 21. and there came to him the diſciples of 
ue ſaying, why do we and the Phariſees {aft oft, 
ut thy difciples faſt not? to whom he gave anſwer. 
Matt. ix. 14, 17. 
Whilſt Jeſus yet ſpake, behold there came Jairus, 


one of the rulers of the ſynagogue, and beſought 


him greatly for his only daughter, being about 
twelve years old, who lay at the point of death; 
and as he was going, even at Jairus's door, a woman 
that an iſſue of blood twelve years, was ſuddenly 
healed by toucbing the hem of Jeſus's garment: and 
the daughter of Jairus being now already dead, was 
reſtored to life by his word only: and he ſtraitly 
charged them that no man ſhouid know it. Luke 
viii. 41, 56. Mark v. 22, 43. Matt. ix. 18, 26. 

When Jeſus was departed thence, two blind men 
followed him, whoſe eyes he opened, ſtraitly charg- 
ing them (but to no purpoſe) that no man ſhould 
know it. Matt, ix. 27, 31. | 


As they went out, behold, they brought unto - 
him a dumb man poſſeſſed with a devil; and when 


the devil was cat. out, the dumb ſpake, and the 
| multitude 
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multitude marvelled : but the Phariſees: blaſphemed. 
Matt. ix. 32, 33, 34» 35. 

Then went Jeſus round about all their cities and 
villages, teaching and healing their difeaſes. Then 
went he into his own country, and his diſciples fol- 
lowed him, and he taught in their fynagogues on 
the Sabbath days, and was again contemned of them 
and called the carpenter: yet were they aſtoniſhed 
at his doctrine. Mark vi. 1, 6. Matt. xii. 54, 58. 
and he went round about their villages teaching. 
Mark vi. 6. 5 

Jeſus was moved with compaſſion towards the 
muldtude, when he ſaw the great harveſt, and the 
few labourers, and thereupon commanded his diſ- 
ciples that they ſhould pray the Lord that he would 

fend forth labourers, Matt. ix. 35, 38. 

Then ſent Jeſus-the twelve apoſtles by two and 
two, having ſufficiently inſtructed them with com- 
mands and power to preach, and to heal diſeaſes. 
Luke ix. 1, 5. Mark vi. 7, 11. Matt. x. 1, 42. 
And it came to paſs when Jeſus'had made an end 
of commanding his diſciples, that he departcd thence 
to teach and to preach in their cities, and-the twelve 
departed, and went through the towns preaching 
the Goſpel, and healing every where. Luke 1x. 6 
Matt. xi. 1, 12, 16. 

About this time (November iyth) Sejanus was 
killed: after whoſe death, Tiberius Czfar ſoon 


| knew that all the crimes which he bad. charged upon 


the Jens, were feigned by himſelf; wherefore he 
commanded the governors of all the-provinces, that 
in every town they ſhould ſpare that nation, except 
very few that were guilty perſons; but that they 
ſhould alter none of their cuſtoms, and ſhould make 
much account of them as lovers of peace; and their 
cuſtoms as conducing to public tranquillity, i 
About this time alſo was John Baptiſt beheaded! 
Mark vi. 17, 28. Matt. xvi. 6, 1 12, and when 


hes diſciples heard of it, they came, and took up the 


body, 
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body, and buried it, and went and told Jeſus. Mark 

VI. 29, hb | 
The fame of Jeſus. being ſpread abroad, Herod* 


the tetrach, and others, hearing it, declared their 


opinions about him, and Herod'defired much to ſee- 


him. Luke ix. 7, 8, 9. Mark vi. 14. | 

The apoſtles returning, told Jeſus what things- 

they had done. Luke ix. 10; Mark vi. zo. 

When Jeſus had heard of the death of John, and 
of the deeds of the apoſtles, he ſaid unto them, Come 
Je yoar/elves apart into a deſert place, and reſt a while : 
for by reaſon of the multitude they had not leiſure 
to eat: he therefore, taking the twelve with him 
went by ſhip privately into a deſert place, of the city 
called Betheſda, But when the multitude heard it, 
they followed him on foot out of all cities, and out 
went him, and he taught and healed them. Luke 
ix. 10, 11. Mark vi. 31, 32. Matt. xvi. 133 14. 

Then Jeſus went up into a mountain, and there 
fat with his diſciples, and the Paſſover was nigh. And 
when it was evening, he fed above five thouſand 
men, beſides women and children, with five bar- 
ley loaves, and two little fiſhes, and there remained 
twelve baſkets full of fragments. And when the 
Jews (ſeeing his miracles) would have made him a 
King, Jeſus conftrained his diſciples to go before 
him unto the other ſide, oppoſite to Betheſda, to- 
wards Capernaum; and he himſelf went apart into a 
mountain to pray: and when they had gone about 
five and twenty or thirty furlongs, in the fourth. 
watch of the night, Jeſus weot. to them, walking 
upon the ſea, and would have paſſed by them: but 
they being affrighted, he told them who he was, re- 
buked Peter, and ſaved him from ſinking, ſo that 
they were amazed ; and they drew to ſhore, and 


came to the land. of Geneſareth : and when he came 


out of the ſhip, as ſoon as it was known, they brought 
their ſick that they might tough the hem of his gar» 
ment, and they were preſently made whole, John 
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vi. 1, 21. Luke ix. 12, 17. Mark vi. 35, 56. 
Matt. xvi. 15, 36. 

_ The next day, after that Jeſus was paſſed over, 
the people which ſtood on this ſide the ſea, took 
ſhiping and came to Capernaum ſeeking Jeſus, to 
whom he preached in the ſynagogues of Capernaum 
about the Bread of Life, and affirmed to the Jews 
that murmured, that he was that Bread of Life. 
From that time many of his diſciples went back, but 
the apoſtles would not go away, notwithitanding he 
called one of them a devil, John vi. 22, 27,

HE Scribes and Phariſees which came from Je- 
ruſalem, came to Jefus; and when they ſaw 
ſome of his diſciples to eat with defiled, that is, un- 
waſhen hands, they founa fault, becauſe they did 


not walk after the tradition of the elders, to whom 


Jeſus anſwered concerning traditions, that they fruſ- 
trated the commands of God, that they might keep 
the traditions of men: and he taught the people, 
which he alſo expounded to his diſciples at home, 
that nothing which enters into a man, but that which 
cometh from within, that defileth a man. Mark 


vil. 1, 23, Matt. xv. 1, 20. 


Then he aroſe from thence and went into the bor- 
ders of 'Tyre, and Sidon, and he could not be hid. 
For a Canaanitiſh woman, a Gentile, a Syropheni- 
cian by nation, came to him, earneſtly beſeeching 
him for her daughter, that was vexed with a devil: 
whom, when he had commended for the greatneſs of 
her faith, he caſt the devil out of her daughter, 
Mark vii. 24, 30. Matt. xv. 21, 28. dy 


F 
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And again departing from the coaſts of Tyre and 
Sidon, he came unto the ſea of Galilee, through the 


midit of the coaſt of Decapolis, and they brought 


unto him one that was deaf, and had an impediment 
in his ſpeech, whom 'he healed, and charged him 
that he ſhould tell no man, but all in vain, Mark 


vii. 31, 37. 5 
Then went he up into a mountain and ſat there, 
and healed many, ſo that the multitude wondered. 


Matt. xv. 29, 30, 31. 


In thoſe days, when there was a very great multi 


tude that had remained with him three days, he fed 
four thouſand men, beſides women and children, with 


ſeven loaves, and a few little fiſhes, and there re- 
mained {even baſkets full of fragments. Mark viii. 


I, 9. Matt. xv. 32, 38. . 

And ſtraĩtway Jeſus entered into a ſhip, with his 
diſciples, and came into the parts of Dalmanutha, 
or the coaſts of Magdala, Mark viii. 10, Matt: 


xv. 39. 59144 Tab J 
And the Phariſees came to him, requiring a ſign 


from heaven, who after he had deeply ſighed, he de- 
nicd any ſign but that of Jonas, to thoſe hypocrites, 


who knew how to diſcern the face of the ſky, but 
not the figns of the times: and leaving them he en- 
tered again into a ſhip and paſſed to the other ſide. 
Mark viii. 11, 12, 13. Matt. xvi. 1, 4. 

And when his diſciples were come to the other 
fide, they had forgotten to take bread, and they had 
but one loat with them in the ſhip. [Then Jeſus 
ſaid unto them, Take heed of the leaven of the Pha- 
riſees and Sadduces, and of the leaven of Herod: 
and they reaſoned amongſt themſelves, becauſe 
they had forgotten to take bread; but Jeſus rebuk- 
ing them that they, had forgotten the miraculous 
multiplication of the loaves, gave them to underſtand 
that he ſpake not of the leaven gf bread, but of their 
doctrine. Mark viii. 14, 21. Matt. xvi. 5, > 

| | Then 
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Then came Jeſus to Bethſaida, and they brought 
fo him a blind man, whom he led out of the town, 
and anointed his eyes with ſpittle, and he recovered 
his ſight, and Jeſus forbad him to tell it. Mark viii. 
22, 26, | 

And Jeſus went with his diſciples into the towns 
of Cæſarea Phillippi: and it came to paſs as he was 


alone praying, and was now in the way, that he 


aſked his ditciples, I bom do men ſay that I am 
When they bad anſwered, he ſaid unto them, but 
hom do ye ſay that I am? And when Peter had an- 
ſwered, he ge" him happy, annexing promi- 


ſes, and forbad his diſciples-to tell any man that he 
was the Chriſt. He allo foretold his death, and re- 


ſurrection, and called Peter Satan, ' becauſe he re- 
buked him for ſo ſaying ; then he preached to his 
diſciples, and to the multitude, of the croſs which 


every one mult bear that would follow him, and at 
length foretold his transfiguration. Luke vii. 18, 


27. Mark viii. 27, 38. Matt. xvi. 13, 28. 

And it came to paſs about eight days after theſe 
things (or fix intermediate days) that he was tranſ- 
figured in an high mountain. And when they came 
down from the mountain, he charged them that 
they ſhould tell no man what they had ſeen till he 
was riſen from the dead; and they kept it cloſe, 
queſtioning one with another, what the riſing from 
the dead ſhould mean, and they aſked him, why do 
the Scribes ſay that Elias muſt firſt come? and they 


received an anſwer, by which they underſtood that 
' Jeſus ſpake of John Baptiſt, as that Elias. Luke 


vii. 28, 36. Mark ix. 1, 13. Matt. xvii. 1, 13. 

And it came to pals, the next day when they were 
come down from the hill, and that he was come to 
his diſciples, he ſaw a great multitude about them, 


and the Scribes queſtioning with them; and ſtrait- 


way when. all the multitude ſaw him, they. were 


greatly amazed, and running to him,, ſaluted him; 


and as he was aſking 3 their queſlioning with 


has 
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his diſciples, the father of a lunatic child anſwered 
him, that it was about his child that had an unclean 
ſpirit, both deaf and dumb, and that his diſciples 


could not caſt him out. Then Jeſus having caſt out 


the ſpirit, reſtored the child to his father whole: and 
being at home, he ſhewed his drſciples the reaſon 
why they could not caſt out this devil. Lake vii, 
37, 42. Mark ix. 14, 29. Matt. xvil. 14, 21. 
And they departed thence and paſſed through Ga- 
lilee, and he would not that any man ſhould know 
it: and he taught his diſciples concerning his death 
and reſurrection: but they underſtood not that ſaying, 
and being exceedingly ſorry, were afraid to 'aſk 
him. Luke vii. 43, 44» 45. Mark ix. 30, 31, 
32. Matt. vii. 22, 23. 

When they were come to Capernaum they afked 
Peter about Jeſus's paying tribute money. And when 
| Jeſus was come into the houſe, he prevented Peter, 
telling him, that he ſhould find a piece of money in 
a fiſh's mouth, and bad him pay that for tribute 
both for himſelf and for Jeſus. Matt. xvii. 24, 27. 

At Capernaum Jeſus aſked his diſciples what it 
was that they diſputed of among themſelves by the 
way; at which, when they were ſilent at the firſt, 
they afterwards told him that it was, who ſhould be 
greateſt in the kingdom of Heaven. Then Jeſus 
\ raking a child, and ſetting him in the midft, taught 
them that they ſnould have humility even as a child. 
He alſo warned the world of offences, admoniſhing 
us to take heed, that neither hand, foot, nor eye 
make us to offend— that little ones are not to be 
deſpiſed—- bow our brother ſinning againſt us, is 
to be reproved; as alſo to be bound and looſed by 

the Church: and to be forgiven to ſeventy times 
ſieven times, as he ſhewed in that parable of the 
two debtors to the King. Luke vii. 46, 47, 48. 
Mark ix. 33, 37. Matt. xviii. 1, 335. 
Then ſaid john to him, we ſaw one caſting out 
devils through thy name, whom Jeſus taught that he 
_ . Was 
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was not to be forbidden, and again warned them 
to offend little ones, and to take heed again that 
neither hand, foot, nor eye, cauſe them to offend, 


Luke vii. 49, 50. Mark ix. 38, 50. 5 


After theſe things jcſus walked in Galilee : for 
he would not walk in Jury, becauſe the Jews ſought 
to kill him. Now the feaſt of Tabernacles was At 
hand; and Ffeſus went not up to the feaſt, as his 
brethren would have him do, who as yet believed 
not on him; but he went up after them, not openly, 
but as it were in fecret. John vii. 1, 10. 

And it came to paſs that when the time was come 
that he ſhould be received, he ſet his face to go to 
Jeruſalem, and he ſent meſſengers before his face, 
and they went into a village of the Samaritans to 


make ready for him; but they would not receive. 


him, wherefore they went into, another city, and 
Jeſus rebuked his diſciples who would have com- 
nanded fire to come-down from Heaven. upon them. 
Luke vii. 51, 56. 

And as they were vailing in tae way, Jeſus gave 
an anſwer, particularly to ſome that would follow 
him. Luke vii. 57, 62. | 

After theſe things Jelus ſent ſeventy diſciples by 
cwo and two into every city and place where he 
himſelf would come, giving them inſtructions, and 
arming them with power. Mark x. 1, 16. 

The multitude enquiring after Jeſus at the feaſt, 
and murmuring concerning him, jeſus in the midſt 
of the feaſt, taught in the temple : and they won- 
dering at his doctrine, he anſwered, that his doctrine 
was not his own, but his that ſent him. He alſo an- 


ſwered many things to them who reproached and 


objected againſt him, and officers were ſent to ap- 
prehend him. In the laſt and great day of the feait, 
Jeſus crying out concerning faith-in- him, there was 
a diviſion concerning him among the people: but 
the officers which were ſent, and Nicodemus, de- 

U. 2. fended 
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fended both his perſon and cauſe before the Phariſees 
that ſpake againſt him. John vii. 11, 53. 


Then went Jeſus unto the Mount of Oltves, and 8 


early in the morning he fat and taught in the tem- 
ple, where, being not willing to condemn the wo- 


man that was taken in adultery, he warned her to 


ſift no more. As he was teaching in the treaſury of 
the temple, he affirmed that he was the lignt of the 
world, and defended his bearing record of himſelf. 
He taught many things concerning the Father him- 
ſelf, and told them whither he goes, and who he is: 
alſo of their father Abraham : of the ſervitude of 
ſin and of the devil. Of himſelf, that he had not 
a devil as they ſuppoſed. That wholoever kept his 
ſayings ſhould not taſte of death, concluding with 
theſe words, Before Abraham was, I Am; where- 
vpon they took up ſtones ro throw at him. But je- 
ſus hid himſelf, and went out of the temple, going 
through the midit of them, and ſo pailed by. John 
vi. 1, 59. a et: EF. 
As Jeb paiTed on the way, he'ſaw on2 begging 
that was blind from his youth, who being made to 
ſee, after many examinations both of himſelf, and of 
his parents, he was caſt out of the ſynagogue, who 
afterwards meeting Jeſus, he worſhipped him. John 
Ix. 1, 41. 
Then preached Jeſus that he is the door of the 
ſheep, and that good ſbepherd: as allo concerning 
thieves, and hirelings: and there was again a divi- 
ſion amongſt the Jews for thoſe ſayings. John x. r, 
21. | 5 ä | 
At this time the ſeventy returned, to him with joy, 
whom Jeſus further warned and inſtructed; and re- 
jJoicing, in ſpirit, he tcid them privately: that their 
eyes were happy. Luke x. 17, 24. TH: 
Then came ro him a certain lawyer, aſking him, 
What be muſt do to inherit eternal life? Jeſus ſent him 
to tho law ; and by the parable of the man that fell 
411 x” amongſt 
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amongſt theives, taught him who was his neigh- 


bour. Luke x. 25, 37. | 
Afterwards it came to paſs, that as he went, he 


came to a certain town, and was received into the 


houſe of Martha, ſhe herſelf miniſtring to him, 
whilſt Mary heard the words of Jeſus, for which 
ſhe was preferred before Martha. Luke x. 38, 42, 

And it came to paſs as he was praying in a certain 
place, when he ceaſed, one of his diſciples ſaid 
unto him; Lord teach us to pray, as Jobs taught his 
difeiples : — hn he, the ſecond time, preſcribed 
to them the Lord's Prayer: uſing arguments alfo 
to ſtir them up to conſtancy in-prayer, and fer the 
confirmation of their faith in obtaining their ſuits; 
Luke xi. 1, 13. | 

Then caſt Jeſus a devil out that was dumb, and 


"the multitude marvelled „and he confirmed apainit: 


ſome blaſphemers, that he did not caſt out devils 
through Beelzebub. Luke xi. 14, 26. 


And it came to paſs as he ſpake theſe things, that | 


a certain woman of the company ſaid unto him, 
Bleſſed is the womb that bare thee, Fc. to whom he re- 
plied. Luke xi. 27, 28. 33 

And when the multitude were gathered thick 
together, he began to ſay, This generation ſeeks 4 


| Hen, but there ſhall he none given but that of Jona, 2 


adding, that the queen of the ſouth, and the Nini- 
vites ſhould condemn that generation, charging 
them to take heed that the light which was in them, 
were not darkneſs. Luke xi. 29, 36. | 
When Jeſus had ſpoken theſe things, a certain 
Phariſee deſired him that he would dine with him: 
and wondring that jeſus had not firſt waſhed, he was 
feverely reprehended, with the reſt of the Phariſees, 
by Jeſus for their outward holineſs, or ſimulation, 
and for their inward wickedneſs, cavetouſneſs and 
pride: and he pronounced a woe likewiſe to the law- 
vers. Luke xi. 37, 5+ — 
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Ins the mean time when there was gathered toge- 
ther an innumerable company, Jeſus faid to his diſ- 
ciples, Tale heed of the leawen of the Phariſees which 
is hypocriſy: and fear not them which kill the body, 
Luke x11. 1, 12. 7 A 24 
And one of the company ſaid to him, Mater, 
Jpeak to my brother that he divide the inheritance with 
me. To whom Jeſus ſaid, I ho made me a Judge? 
And upon this occaſion he preached againſt cove- 
— in the parable of the rich man that would 
build great barns: as alſo againſt all anxious, diſ- 
truſtful, and unprofitable caring about the neceſla- 
. ries of this life; commanding them rather to ſeek the 
kingdom of God, and to be like them that wait 
For the coming of their Lord, as becomes every 
faithful and wiſe ſteward: telling them that he would 
ſend the fire of diviſion into the earth, and upbraided 
them that they could not find out that that was the 
appointed time. Luke xii. 13, 59. 
- There were preſent at that ſeaſon ſome that told 
him of the Galileans, whoſe blood Pilate had min- 
gled with their ſacrifices ; from which occaſion he 
preached repentance, and propounded to them the 
-parable of the fig-tree that had no fruit. Luke 
Xl. 1, 9. £95 5 

As he taught in one of the ſynagogues on the 
Sabbath-day, behold there was a woman that had a 
ſpirit- of infirmity eighteen years, and was bowed 
together, whom Jeſus healed, and defended his deed 
againſt the ruler of the ſynagogue that was full of 
indignation. Then did he likeo the kingdom of 
heaven to a grain of muftard-ſeed, and to leaven. 
Luke xiit. 10, 21. | 12.6 | 
Then he went through all the cities and villages, 
teaching, and journeying towards Jeruſalem, to wit, 
to the feaſt of Dedication. . Luke xiii. 22. 2 
As he went, one ſaid to him, Are there ſeau that 
Hall be ſaved? To whom he anſwered, commanding 
to ſtrive to enter in at the ſtraight gate. Luke 
Xi, 23, 30. | 
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On the ſame day ſome of the Phariſees came to 


kim, ſaying, Get thee out, and depart hence, fer 


Herod will kill thee to whom he gave a reolute 


anſwer. Luke xiii. 31, 35, 

And it came to paſs, as he went into the houſe of 
one of the chief Phariſees to eat bread, there was 
one preſent that had a dropſy, whom.he-healed, and 
defended the deed, though it was done on the Sab- 
bath-day. He alſo ſpake a parable to them that 
were biddeo, and inſtructed him that had invited 
him. Luke xiv. 1, 14. 

And when one of mem that ſat at meat with him; ho 
heard theſe things, he {aid unto him; Bed is he that 
Hall eat bread in the kingdom of Ged. To whom 
Jeſus anſwered and propounded to them the parable 
of the great ſupper, and of the ſeveral excuſes that 
thoſe that were invited, made. Luke xiv. 15, 24. 

And there was a great multitude that went with 
him, and he turned and preached unto them, that 
life itſelf is to be laid down for Chriſt. He alſo 
propounded to them the parables, of a man that was 
about to build a tower; and of the kings going to 
war. Luke xiv. 25, 

And there came to him all the Publicans and 
Sinners for to hear him, and the Scribes and Phari- 
ſees murmured ; whereupon he ſpake unto them the 
parables of the loſt ſheep, of the groat, and of the 
prodigal fon. Luke xv. 1, 32. 

He alſo told to his diſciples the parable of the un- 
Juſt Reward acculed to his lord: together with the 
application of the ſame: and. the Phariſzes, that 
were covetous, when. they heard theſe things, de- 
rided him. Then preached he againſt them, and 
taught many other things, and declared the parable 
of che rich man faring deliciouſly, and of Lazarus 
the beggar. Luke xvi. 1,31. 

Moreover, he ſaid to his diſciples, Va to them by 
lun offences come; and taught, that a brother ſinning 
l man is to be forgiven, Luke xvii. 1, 14+ 


Hereupon 
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Hereupon his diſciples ſaid to him, Lord'increa/ſe- 
our faith, To whom he anſwered concerning the 
power of faith; and by the parable of the ſervant: 
coming from plough, and ſtraightway miniſtring,. 
he ſhewed that they are unprofitable ſervants when- 
they have done all, having done no more than what 
was their duty. Luke xvii. 5, 10. 
- And it came to paſs as he went to Jeruſalem, that 
he paſſed through the midſt of Samaria, and Gal-- 
lilee; and as he entered into a certain village, there 
met him ten lepers, who, as they were going accord- 
ing to his command, to the prieſts, they were 
cleanſed ; of whom one of them came back to Jeſus- 
to give bim thanks, and he was a Samaritan.. Luke 
xvii. 11, 19. 22 5 
The Phariſees aſking Jeſus when the kingdom of 
God would come? He anſwered, T hat thekingdomof God 
evould not come with obſervation © but that it is within: 
and further ſaid to his diſciples, that according to 
the days of Noah, and; Lot, ſo. ſhall be the day in 
which.the Son of man ſhall be revealed: but that. 
he was firſt- to ſuffer many things. Luke xvii. 


Rp 7 , 


Then ſpake he to them a parable that they [ſhould- 
always pray, by the example of the widow inter- 
ceding to the unjuſt judge: whereas God is a 

righteous revenger. Luke xvii. 1, 8. 

_ He ſpake allo to ſome that perſuaded themſelves 
that they were jaſt, and deſpiſed others, the para- 

ble of the Phariſee and Publican praying in the 
temple. Luke xvili. 9, 14. 

And it was as Jeruſalem the feaſl of the Dedication, 
and it was winter, and Jeſus walked in the temple m 
Solomon's Porch: Then came the Jews round about. 
him, and ſaid unto him, How long doft thou make us 
to doubt? If. thou be the Chriſt, tell us plainly? 
which he avouched by his works, ſaying, I and the 
Father are one : whereupon they again took up ſtones 
to ſtone him. And he defending himſelf to be Gad 


by 
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by the Scriptures, and his works, they ſought again 
to take him, but he eſcaped out of their hands. 
John x. 22, 39. 

Then he went again beyond Jordan where 1E 
at firſt did baptize, and there he abode, and many 
reſorted to him; and as he was wont, he taught 
them, and healed them, and many believed on him 
there. Luke xvill. 40, 45, 42. Mark x. 1, Matt. 
Aix, 1, 2. 


Then came to him the Phariſees tempting "RY 
ſaying, 1s it lawful for a man to put away his wife. 


for every cauſe ? Jeſus denied it, and gave an an- 
ſwer to the Phariſecs, objecting the bill of divorce 
which Moſes commanded. He anſwered his diſciples 
alſo who ſaid, that then ze is better for a man netto 
marry Mark x. 2, 12. Matt. xix. 3, 12. 


At this time they brought unto him little children 
that he ſhould lay his hands upon them, and pray, 


and his diſciptes forbade them; for which, bein 

rebuked by Jeſus, he laid his hands upon them, and 
bleſſed them, and then departed from thence. Luke 
xviii. 15, 16, 17. Mark. x. 13, 16. Matt. xix. 13» 


"Jeſus going n thence, as he was in the way, 


there met him a young man, one of the rulers, very 


rich, ſaying unto him, Good Mafter, what m 


do to inherit eternal life? And Jeius having ſpoken 


concerning the title that he gave him, ſent him to 


the commandments, and he replying, that he had 
obſerved them, Jeſus loved him: but bidding him 
to ſell all that'be had, and give it to the poor, he 
went away ſorrowful. Luke xviii. 18, 30. Mark x. 


17, 31. Matt. xix. 16, 40. 
Then jeſus inveighed bitterly againſt covetous 
rich men: and when Peter ſaid, Behold we have 


left all to follow thee, he made notable promiſes to 


all ſuch, whereof ſome were peculiar to the apoſtles 2: 


adding withad, that many which wwere laf} ſhould. be 
ft and the ff ſhould be laſt, which he declared: 


by 
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by a parable of labourers ia a vineyard , for mary 
abere called, but few choſen, Luke xviil. 28, 29. 
Matt. xix. 27, &c. Mark x. 23, &c. | 

Lazarus of Bethany being ſick, his ſiſters ſent to 
tell Jeſus-thereof, who, as faon as he heard it, tar- 
ried two days in the place where he was: but after- 
wards he ſaid to his diſciples, Let us go again into 
Judea. They ſaid to him, the Jews of late ſought to. 
fone thee, and goeſt thou thither again? Jeſus an- 
ſwering, ſaid unto them, Lazarus ſleepeth, {mean- 
ing that he was dead.) Let us go to him, ſaid. 
Thomas that we may die- with him. John xi. 1, 6. 

Jeſus came nigh ta Bethany, and found that La- 
zarus had been buried four days: and Mary hear - 
ing of it, came quickly to him out of the towa, 
where Martha alſo met him, and jeſus ſeeing her 
weep, he wept alſo; and coming to the grave, he 
bad them remove the ſtone, and giving thanks to 
his Father, called Lazarus out of the grave, where- 
upon many believed on him; but ſome went to the 

hariſees and told them what things Jeſus had done.. 

ohn xt. 17, 54 

Hereupon the Phariſees called a council, where- 
Caiphas propheſied concerning Jeſus, and from that: 
day. they conſulted rogether. that they might put him. 
to death, commanding, that if any one knew where 
he was, they ſhould give them notice that they. 
might take him. Jeſus therefore walked no more- 
openly amongſt: the Jews, but went unto a city, 
Ephraim, and there continued with his diſciples, 
John xi. 54, | | 

After this they went up to Jeruſalem, and as 
they were in the way, Jeſus went before them, and 
they were afraid ; and he again took the twelve, . 
and began ta tell them what things ſhould. happen 
unto him, but they underſtood none of thoſe things, 
Luke xvii. 31, 34. Mark x. 32, 33, 34. Matt. xix.

Then came to him James and John, the ſons of 
Zebedee, and their mother, deſiring that they 
might fit, the one on his right hand, and the other 
on his left; but he repelled them with his anſwer ;

great and firſt amongſt them, muſt be the miniſter

And it came to paſs when Jeſus came nigh to 


Jericho, a certain blind man fat begging by the 


way-ſide, and aſking who it was that paſſed by, 
and hearing that it was Jeſus of Nazareth, he 
(though he was rebuked) earneſtly — his 
mercy ; and being called by — he received his 
fight, and followed him, glorifying God, Luke 
xviii. 35, 43. 


Then Jeſus entered, and . through Jericho, ' 


and eſpying Zacheus in a ſycamore tree, he ſaid 
unto him, Ini abide at thy houſe to day, Luke xix. 
4s, 10. | - "4 

And as Jeſus went out of Jericho, a great mul- 
titude followed him: and he reſtored fight to two 
blind men, whereof Bartimeus was one, and they 


followed him, Mark x. 46, 52. Matt. xix. 


29, 34+ 

of Sal come nigh to Jeruſalem, becauſe they 
thought that the kingdom of God ſhould immedi. 
ately appear, as he went forwards, he told the pa- 
rable of the nobleman that went into a far country, 


| Who gave to his ten ſervants ten pounds to occupy 


therewith till he returned, and when he came back 
knowing which had gained moſt by trading, he re- 
warded each of them according to the proportion of 
their gain, Luke xix. 11, 27. 

Now the paſſover was at hand, and many went 
out of the country 1 Jeruſalem before the paſ- 
ſover, that they might purify themſelves, John xi.

And 
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And Jeſus, ſix days before the paſſover, came to 
Bethany, and they made him a ſupper, and Laza- 
rus fat with him, and Mary anointed his feet, and 
wiped them with the hairs of her head, whom Jeſus 
detended againſt Judas: and much people came 
thither, not only for Jeſus ſake, but that they might 
Tee Lazarus. But the chief prieſts conſulted how 
they might put Lazarus to death, becauſe many of 
the Jews believed by reaſon of him, John xii. 1, 
11. Mark xi. 1, 7. Matt. xxi. 1. 7. Luke xix. 
21, 35. | 

| Abs this Jeſus went before, aſcending up to 
Jeruſalem; and it came to paſs that when he was 
nigh to Bethphage, and Bethany, at the Mount of 
Olives (the 29th day of our March) he ſent two of 
his diſciples for an aſs-colt that was tied. Mat- 
thew mentians the dam alſo: and they brought the 
colt unto Jeſus, and caſt their garments on the

to the ſeaſt, met him, many caſting their garments 
in the way, and others cut down branches of the 
trees and ſtrewed them in the way; and when he 
was come unto the deſcent of the Mount of Olives, 
the company that went before and that followed, 
cried, Huſanna to the Son of David. Then ſaid ſome 
of the Phariſces to him, Maſter, rebuke thy dijciples. 
_ Jeſus anſwered them; and the Phariſees thereupon 
ſaid amongſt themſelves, Perceive ye not that aue pre- 
vail nothing? Bebold the world is gone after him. 
John xii. 12, 18. Luke xix. 36, 40. Mark. xi. 8, 
9, 10. Matt. xix. 8, 9. 134 | 
When Jeſus was come nigh, ſeeing the city, he 
wept over it, foretelling the utter deſtruction there- 
of, John xii. 19. Luke xix, 41, 42. Mark. xi. 
10, 11. -# 
And when he was entered into Jeruſalem, all the 
city was moved, ſaying, ho ts this? And Jeſus 
entered into the temple of God, and caſt out thoſe 


that bought and ſold in it, and healed both blind and 


lame 


colt, and ſet him thereon, and much people that came 


| paſſed by the fig tree, they ſaw that it was dried up 
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lame in it: and juſtified the children who cried, 
Hoſanna, in the temple, againſt the prieſts and 
ſcribes, that were diſpléaſed at it. He alſo taught 
daily in the temple, thoſe that heard him being 
very attentive: but the chief prieſts and elders of 
the people fought to deftroy him. Luke xix. 45, 
46. Mark x1. 11. Matt. xxi. 12, 13, 14, 15, 16. 
Some Greeks of thoſe that came ta worſhip at the 
feaſt, defired to ſee Jeſus, and he anſwered them 
that tola him : alſo by preaching of his paſſion, and 
calling upon his Father, he received an anſwer from 
heaven, which ſome thovght to be thunder, others 
an angel: and ſpeaking again of the lifting up of the 
Son of man from the earth, he anſwered them that 
aſked him, I ho this Sex of man was £ Then going 
from thence, he hid hunſelf from them : and when 
it was evening, he went with his diſciples unto 


Bethany: and though he had done ſo many miracles 


amongſt them, yet did they not believe, that the 
word of Iſaiah might be fulfilled. Yet nevertheleſs 
many of the rulers believed on him, but did not 
confeſs him for fear of the Phariſees. Jeſus crying 
out therefore, preached concerning faith in him, 
John xii. 20, 50. Mark xi. 17. 

On the morrow, when he came from Bethany, he 
was an hungry, and ſeeing a fig-tree that had only 
leaves on it, he curſed it, and it ſtraitway withered. 
Then they came to Jeruſalem, and entering into the 
temple, he again caſt out thoſe that fold and bought 
there, and would not that any ſhould carry a veſſel 
through the temple ; and crying out, he taught con- 
cerning faith in himſelf : but the chief prieſts ſougat 
how they might deſtroy him; for they feared him, 
becauſe all the peoples were aſtoniſhed at his doc- 
trine : and when evening was come, Jeſus went 
out of the city, Mark x1. 12, 19. Matt, xxi. 
18, 19. 

Aug when they returned in the marning, as they 


by 
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by the roots, which Peter mores to. Jeſus, he 


preached unto them of the power and virtue of faith, 
but eſpecially in prayers. And they came again 
into Jeruſalem ; and as he was walking in the tem- 
ple and teaching, the chief prieſts, elders, and 
{cribes, came unto him, 1 By what authority 
doeft thou theſe things Jeſus anſwered, by aſking 
them concerning John's baptiim. He alſo ſpake 
unto them the parable of the two ſons, aſking them, 
which of the two did the will of his father ? and ap- 
plied it unto them : as alſo the parable of the vine- 
yard let out to huſbandmen, and of their killing the 
heir of the vineyard, together with the application 
thereof: and from that hour they ſought to take 


him: but they feared the people, for they took him 


for a prophet. . Again he propounded to them the 


. parable of the marriage of the king's ſon, and the 


ref als and excuſes of ſome that were bidden, and 
the wickedneſs aud puniſhments of others, eſpecially 
of him that had not on the wedding garment. 


Then went the Phariſees, and took counſel how they 


might entangle him in his talk : wherefore they ſent 
out unto him their diſciples, with the Herodians, 


IL it lawful to give tribute to Cæſar, or not?

Theſe being aſtoniſhed at his anſwer, left him, 


and went their way, Luke xx. 1, 8, 9, 19, 20, 40. 
Mark xi. 20, 33, and X11. 1, 12, 13, 37. Matt, xxi. 
19, 46. xxii. 1, 45. | 


'The ſame day there came to Jeſus the Sadducees, 
aſking him of the woman that had ſeven brethren to 
her huſbands, which of them ſhould be her huſband 


in the reſurrection? And when the multitude heard 
his anſwer, whereby he proved the reſurrection, 


they wereaſtoniſhed at his dorine : then a Phariſee 
that'was a lawyer, tempted him, aſking which was 


the great commandment in the law? To whom he 
_; Anſwered, and aſked the Phariſee whoſe ſon Chriſt 
F 5g? And no man was able to anſwer him a word, 


neither 
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neither durſt any man from that day forth, aſk him 
any more queſtions, Luke xx. 41, 44. 

Then ſpake Jeſus to the multitude, and to his 
dilctples concerning the Scribes,and Phariſees, de- 
nouncing eight woes againſt them; and turning his 
ſpeech to the city of Jeruialem, he accuſed her of 
cruelty and obſtinacy, and fotetold her deſolation, 
Luke xx. 45, 46, 47. Mark xii. 38, 39, 40. 
Matt. xxiii. ty 39. 

And as Jeſus ſat over againſt the treaſury, he ſaw 
a widow caſting in two mites, whom he preferred 
before them that cali in more; Luke xxi. 1, 4. 
Mark xii. 41, 44. 

hen he wes, gone out of the temple, his diſci- 
ples ſnewed him che ſtately buildings, and ſtones of 
it, whereupon he foretold the rum thereof, I. uke 
xxi. 5, 36. Mark xili. 1, 37. Matt. xxiv. 1, f. 

And as he fat on the Mount of Olives over 
againſt the temple, his diſciples aſked him when 
theſe things ſhould be, and what ſhould be the ſign 
of his coming,” and of the end of the world? To 
whom he at large anſwered concerning the figns of 
them both: and warned them to watch, and be 


ready, becauſe they knew not the hour when the 


Lord would come, and he taught the ſame thing by 
the parable of the ten virgins : as alſo by the para- 
ble of the talents delivered to the ſervants to trade 
withal; and deſcribed the judgment of this world, 
(perhaps as a type of that) by ſetting the ſheep on 
the right hand, and the goats on the left, and giv- 
ing ſentence upon each of them. By day he taught 


ia the temple, but at night he went into the Mount 


of Olives : and all the people exme unto him early 
in the morning, and he taught them in the temple, 
Matt. xxv. 1, 46. Luke xxi. 37, 38. 

And it came to paſs, when Jeſus had finiſhed 
theſe ſayings, he ſaid unto his diſciples, Ie know 
that after two days is the Paſſever, and the Son

As jeſus was 1n the houſe of Simon the leper, he 
defended a woman that poured an alabaſter box of 
ointment on his head, as he ſat at meat, againſt his 
diſciples that murmured at it, and foretold his bu- 
rial, Mark xvi.

Then entered Satan into Judas, who offered him- 
ſelf, and covenanted to betray him, Luke xxii. 1,

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Then ſaid he, one of you ſhall betray me, and they 
began to be ſorrowful, and to ſay unto him one by 
one, Lit 1? and he anſwered, Ut 7s he that dippeth 
his hand with me in the diſh : and to Judas, aſking, 
1s it 1? He anſwered, Thou haßt ſaid, Luke xxii. 
14, 18, Mark xiv. 17, 18, 21, Matt. xxvi. 
21, 25. 

Alſo whilſt they were eating, Jeſus inſtituted the 
Sacrament of his Body and Blood in bread and wine 
after he had ſapped, adding, I will not henceforth 
drink of the fruit of the wine, till I drink it new with 
you in the kingdom of my Father. But, behold, 
faith he, the hand of him that betrays me, is with me 
at the table : then they began to enquire amongſt 
themſelves, if any among them ſhould do this, 
Luke xxii. 19, 23. Mark xiv. 22, 25. Matt. xxvi. 
25, 26. 

There was alſo a ſtrife amongſt them which of 
them ſhould be accounted greateſt. When ſupper 
was ended, Jeſus aroſe and laid aſide his garments, 
and took a towel and girded himſelf therewith, and 
began to waſh and wipe his diſciples feet, and Pe- 
ter's alſo, who at firſt denied ir, but afterwards de- 
fired it. This being done, Jeſus ſat down again, 
ſaying, I have ſhewed you an example, that as 7 
have done, you might litewiſe waſh one another”s feel. 
he that will be greateſt among you, let him be the leaſt : 
yet he added, I do not peat of you all; for I know 
whom I have choſen. When he had ſaid theſe things 
he was trouble in ſpirit, and teſtified, ſaying, One 
F you ſhall betray me : His diſciples therefore look- 
mg one upon another, were uncertain of whom he 
ſpake : Peter therefore beckoned to the beloved diſ- 
eiple, that he ſhould aſk who it was: Jeſus an- 
ſwered, He it is to whom I Hall give a ſop after I 
have dipped it, and he gave the ſop to Judas, and 
faid unto him, What thou doeft, do quickly, Judas 
having received the ſop went out immediately ; and 
it was night, John xin. 2, 38. Luke xxii. 24, 30.

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When Judas was gone out, Jeſus ſaid, New 7s he 
Son cf man glorified, and God is glorified in him : and 
he told them ot his ſudden departure, and exhorted 
them to the mutual love of one anether. He ſaid 
alſo, Simon, Simon, Behold Satan hath deſired you, 
tbat he might winnow you. as wheat : but I have 

prayed for thee : and do thou frengihen thy brethren.: 
and when Peter, too confidently faid, I will lay 
down my life fer thee, he anſwered, The cock ſhall 
not crow till thou haſt denied me thrice. Then ſaid 
he unto them, He that hath a purſe, let him take it, 
and be that hath not a ſword, let him buy one. Some 
anſwering, Here are two ſwords, he ſaid, It 7s 
enough, Loke xxil. 31, 38. 

Then did Jeſus comfort them againſt the ſorrow 
which they conceived for his death: and to the 
queſtions of Thomas, Philip, and Judas, (who is 
alſo Libbæus, ſurnamed Thaddzus, another of the 
ſons of Alphazus, and brother of James) he an- 
ſwered every one particularly, promiſing them that 
the Hely Choſt ſhould be their teacher: and left his 
peace with them; and again admoniſhed them of 
Mis approaching death, and of the joyful fruit 
thereof: adding, Ariſe, let us go hence :. and when 
they had ſung an hymn, they went out towards the 
Mount of Olives, Jolin xiv. 1, 31. Mark xiv. 26. 
Matt. xxvi. 30. a 

In the way as they were going, by the parable of 
the vine and the branches, he exhorted them to 
bring ſorth fruit, and to remain in the love of God 
towards them, and mutually to love one another, 
and to abide patiently the hatred of the world, which 
hates Chriſt himſelf; and that they ſhould not be 
offended for perſecutions, John xv. 27. And again 
he comforted them againſt ſorrow for his death, by 
the promiſe of ſending them the Comforter, the 
' ſpirit of truth, whoſe office againſt the world, and 
towards them he deſcribeth : and admoniſhed them 
that Yet a liitle while, and they ſhould not fee him :

enter not into temptation : fit herc, while I go and. 
fray yonder. And he took Peter, and the two ſons: 
of Zebedee with him, and began to be very ſor- 
rowful, and he ſaid unto them, Tarry. here and 
watch, and going from them about a ſtone's *

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he kneeled down and prayed that the cup might 
pu from him : and there appeared an angel from 
eaven ſtrengthening him. Then he returned and 
finding his diſciples ſleeping, he reprehended and 
admoniſhed them; and then went the ſecond time, 
and prayed more earneſtly, and being in an agony, 
his ſweat was as drops of blood : and coming again, 
he found them ſleeping for ſorrow, for their eyes 
were heavy: and therefore he again admoniſhed. 
them, and they knew not what to anſwer. Then 
left he them, and went away again and prayed the 
ſame words: after which coming to his diſciples, he 
faid unto them, *© Sleep on now, and take your 
” reſt: Behold the time is come, and the Son of 
* man is betrayed into the hands of ſinners : ariſe, 
« Jet us be going: behold he is at hand that doth 
* betray me,” Luke xxil. 46. Mark xiv. 32, 42. 
Matt. xxvi. 36, 46. | 
While Jeſus yet ſpake, behold Judas (who knew 
-the mw becauſe Jeſus often reſorted thither with 
his 
tains of the temple, and elders of. the people, and 
officers, and a band ſent from them,- came thither 
with lanthorns and torches, and a great multitude 
with ſwords and ſtaves. And Judas had given them 
a ſign, ſaying, © Whomſoever I ſhall kiſs the ſame 
„js he, and he ſtraitway kiſſed Jeſus.” To whom 
Jeſus ſaid, «© Wherefore art thou come? © Betrayeſt 
* thou the Son of man with a kiſs??? John xvin. 
23. Luke xxii. 47, 41. Mark wiv. 43, 47. Matt. 
xxvi. 47, 56. But Jeſus knowing all things that 
ſhould come unto him, went out, and ſaid unto them, 
„ Whom ſeek ye?” They ſaid unto him, © Jeſus 
of Nazareth.“ Jeſus ſaid unto them, I am he: 
and they went backwards and fell to the ground. 
He aſked them again, and anſwered them as at firſt, 
adding, If ye ſeek me, let theſe go away, John 
XViii. 4, 9. Then they took him; and when thoſe

Then all 
his diſciples left him and fled, and a certain young; 
man. (of their company) being laid hold of, left 
- his linen cloth, and fled from them, John xviii.

48, 52. Matt. xxvi. 57, 75. 

Then they bound Jeſus, and brought him, firit to 
Annas, the father-in-law of Caiphas, who ſent him. 
bound to Caiphas, the high prieſt, who formerly 
had propheſied, that it was expedient that one man. 
ſhould die far the people. There were all the chief. 
prielts, and elder:, and ſcribes of the people ga- 
thered together. Then Caiphas aſked jeſus con- 
cerning his diſciples, ahd his doctrine: Jeſus an- 
ſwered, I pale openly to the world, at them that 
heard me: then one of the officers ſtruck him with a 
ſtaff. To whom he ſaid, VI have well ſpoken, why 
ſmoteſt thou me? Then all the council ſought falſe 
witneſſes againſt him, and found none. At laſt 
two falſe witneſſes came, but their teſtimony agreed, 
not. Caiphas then ſaid, An/awweref thou not to what 
they witne/s againſt thee? But Jeſus held his peace. 
Then he adjured him to tell whether he were the. 
Chriſt, and Jeſus anſwered, Iam e and ye ſhall /ee the: 
don of man ſitiing at the right hand of the power of 
God, and coming in the clouds of Heaven, Where 


fore they judged him guilty of death for this blaſ-- 


phemy. Then did they mock him, and ſpit upon 
bim, and cruelly beat him with buffets and ſtaves;; 
and covering his face, they ſaid, Propheſy who ſmote: 

thee? 
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thee ? And many other things they ſpoke againthim 
reproachfully, John xviii. 12, 27. Luke xxii. 54, 
65. Mark xiv. 53, 72. Matt. xxvi. 57,75. - 
Peter followed afar off that he might ſee the end, 
and fo did another diſciple that was known to the 
high prieſt, and. went with Jeſus into the palace, 
bat Peter ſtood without at the door: then that other: 
diſciple ſpake to her that kept the door, and brought 
him in. And as Peter was warming himſelf at the 
fire (for it was cold) the maid that kept the door. 
aſked him, and affirmed that he was one of his diſ- 
eiples, but he denied it, or that he knew him, or 
knew what ſhe ſaid. A little after he went out into 
the porch, and the cock crew. And as he was going 
ont another maid ſaw him, and ſaid to the ing wee 
ers, This fellow was alfo with Jeſus-of Nazareth :/7 
alſo another faid, «© Thou art. alſo one of them; 
then he again denied it with an oath:“ and about 
an hour after they that ſtood by ſaid, ** Thy ſpeech 
«© betrayeth thee :*” and the couſin of Malchus, 
amongſt the reſt {aid, ** Did not I ſee in the garden 
cc with him? And while he yet ſpake, the cock crew 
ce the ſecond time: Then the Lord turned, and 
„ looked upon Peter, and he remembering the 
words of Jeſus, went out, and wept bitterly,”” 
Tohn xviii. 25, &c.. Luke xxii. 55, Kc. Mark 
xiv. 66, &c. Matt, xxvi. 69, &c. 
As ſoon as it was day, the elders of the people, 
and the chief prieſts, and the ſcribes, came toge- 
ther, and led him into their council, ſaying, Art. 
thou the Chriſt ? Jeſus ſaid unto them, Le avill not be- 
lieve, nor anſever me, nor let me go. Vet he ſaid, 
that he was the Son of God: To which they re- 
plied, What need we any further witneſs.” Luke 
XXit. 66, 71.. | : 
Then ſtraitway in the morning the whole multi- 
tude of them aroſe,.and led him bound to Pontius- 
Pilate, the governor, from Caiphas to the hall of. 
judgment (April zd.) But they went not into the 
Judg-

judgment hall, leſt they ſhould be de filed that they 
could not eat the paſſover; and Jeſus flood betore 
the governor. Pilate therefore came forth unto 
them, and ſaid, What accuſation bring you againſt 
this man? They anſwered, / he avere not a maiefac- 
tor ave would not hae delivered him unto thee; and 
they accuſed him, ſaying, Ve found this man fer- 
werting the nation, and forbidding to pay tribute unto 
.Cz/ar, ſaying that he himſelf is Chriſt a King and 
when he was accuſed of the chief prieſts, and elCers, 
he anſwered nothing. Then ſaid Pilate, Heareſt thou 
not cab many things they witneſs againſt thee? But 
he anſwered him not a word, ſo that Pilate mar- 
velled. Then ſaid Pilate to them, Tale ye him and 
judge him according to your law, But they replied, 
It is not lawful for us to put any man to death, Pilate 
then entered into the judgment-hall again, and 
calling Jeſus, ſaid-unto him, Art thou tbe King of the 
Fewws ? Jeſus anſwered, Sayeft thou this of thyſelf, or 
Aid others tell it thee of me? Pilate ſaid, Am 1 a Fexu? 
it bine aun nation, and the chief prieſts have delivered 
thee unto me : What haft thou done? Jelus anſwered, 
My kingdom is not of this world : Pilate therefore ſaid 
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. unto him, Art thou then a King? Jeſus anſauered, 
. fer this cauſe came I into the world that 1 might bear 
* witneſs unto the truth. Then ſaid Pilate to him, 
G. What is truth ? And when he had ſaid this, he went 
out again to the Jews, and ſaid unto them, I fnd 
7: in him no fault at all: and they were the more 
. fierce, ſaying, He ftirreth up the people, teaching 
* throughout all Jeaury, beginning in Galilee, to this 
* place. Pilate hearing of Galilee, aſked him if he 
4. was a Galilean ? And when he knew that he belonged 
. to Herod's juriſdiction, he ſent him to Herod, who 
3 was in Jeruſalem in thoſe days. When Herod ſaw 
- Jeſus, he was exceeding glad: but being deceived 
* of his hopes of ſeeing a miracle, and Jeſus not 
us vouchſafeing any anſwer, either to him, or to the 
of. chief prieſts and ſeribes that vehemently accuſed

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him, after he had ſet Jeſus at naught, and mocked” 


Sim, he ſent him back to Pilate, arrayed in a gor- 
geous robe: and Herod and Pilate were made 
friends that very day, John xviii. 28, 40. Luke 
xxiii. 1, 16, 25. Mark xv. 1, 5. Matt. xxvii. 
11, 26. ü 

Then Pilate, when he had called the chief prieſts 
and the rulers, and the people, he ſaid-unto them, 
% Neither I, nor Herod find any fault in him, nor 
6 any thing worthy of death; I will therefore 
« chaſtiſe him and releaſe him.” For he was of ne- 
ceſſity (according to the cuſtom) every feaſt, to de- 
liver to the people one priſoner whomſoever they 
would. And the multitude crying out aloud, be- 
gan to deſire that he would do unto them as he ever 


had done. Then ſaid Pilate, «« Ye have a cuſtom 


«© that I ſhould releaſe one unto you at the paſſo- 
© ver: will ye therefore that I releaſe unto you the 
«« King of the Jews, or Barabbas?”” For he knew 
that the chief prieſts had delivered him up of envy. 
But they ſtirred up the people that they thould ra- 
ther deſire Barabbas, who was a notable thief, who 


lay bound for inſurrection, and murther in the city 


When Pilate was ſat down on the judgment ſeat, 

his wife ſent to him, ſaying, ** Have thou nothing to 

« do with that juſt man: for I have ſuffered many 

«© things in my dream by reaſon of him this day.“ 

"Pilate therefore ſpake unto them again, being 
willing to releaſe Jeſus, © Which of them will ye 

ee that I releaſe unto you??? They all crie] out, 
ſaying, ** Not him but Barabbas.” Pilate replied, 

«© What then will ye that I ſhall do unto him whom 

„ ye call King of the Jews?” and they all cried 
out again, Crucify him.“ Pilate {aid unto them the 

third time, Why? what evil hath he done? I find 

e no cauſe of death in him: I will therefore chaſ- 

«« tife him, and let him go.“ But they cried the 

more carneſtly, ** Crucify him :*” and were very in-

: Then Pilate took Jeſus and ſcourged him, and the 


ſoldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put it on his 
head, and clothed him with purple, ſaying, ©* Hail, 
King of the Jews, and beat bim with flaves. Pilate 


there fore went forth again unto them, and ſaid unto 


them, Behold 1 bring him forth unto you, that 
«« ye may know that ] find no fault in him.“ Then 
Jeſus came forth, we>ring the crown of thorns, and 
the robe, and Pilate faid unto them, ** Behold the 
man. When the chief prieſts, and officers ſaw him, 
they cried out ſaying, ** Crucify him, cruciſy him.“ 
Pilate replied, ** Take ye him and crucify him; for 
% J find no fault in him.“ {hen ſaid the Jews, 
4 He ought to die, becauſe he made himſelf the Son 
« cf God.“ When Pilate heard that, he was the 


more afraid, and went again into the judgment-hall, 


and faid to Jeſus, ** Whence art thou? But Jeſus 
gave him no aniwer. : Then ſaid Pilate to him, 
«« Speakeſt thou not unto me? Know eſt thou not 

« that I have power to crucify thee ? Jeſus antwered, 
sf 'Thou couldſt have no power unlets it were given 
„ thee from above.“ From thenceforth Filate 
fought to releaſe him. Put the Jews cried out, 


Then art thou not C'zefar's friend.“ When Pilate 


heard this, he ſat on the judgment ſeat, in the place 
called the Pavement, and it was the preparation of 
the Paſiover, and about the fixth hour. Then faid 
he to the Jews, ** Behold your King.“ The chief 
prieſts an{wered, © We haye no King but Cziar.”? 
When Pilate therefore ſaw that he prevailed no- 
thing, but the rather a tumult was made, he took wa- 
ter and waſhed his hands before the multitude, ſay- 
10g, I am innocent of the blood of this juſt per- 
«« fon, ſee youroit.” And all the people anſwereds 
and ſaid, His blood be upon us, and our chil- 
«« dren.“ Then Pilate being willing to content 
the multitude, releaſed _ them Barabbas, and 

when 
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when he had ſcourged Jeſus, he delivered him over 
to their will, that he might be crucified, John xix. 
„ Or 19, 30⸗õ⸗ꝙßj¹ 
Then the ſoldiers of the governor, when they 
had led Jeſus into the hall'calied Prætonium, they 
called together the whole band; and when they had 
ſtripped him, they put upon him a ſcarlet robe, and 
platted a crown of thorns and put it on his head, 
and a reed in his right hand, and bowing the knee, 
they mocked him, ſaying, “ Hail, King of the 
46 da, And when they had ſpit. on him, they 
took the reed, and ſmote him on the head: and 
when they had mocked him, they took off the pur- 
ple, and put his on cloaths on him, and led him 
out to crucify: him. Matt. xxvii. 27, 31. Mark 
1 . 8 Ss 2 | NY. 
Then Judas, which had betrayed him, when he 
ſaw that he was condemned, repented- himſelf, and 
brought the thirty pieces of «il ver to the chief prieſts 
confeſſing his fin unto them; and caſting the filver 
pieces into the temple, went and hanged himſelf: 
and they bought with them the Potter's field, that 
the prophecy might be fulfilled, Matt. xxvii. 3, &c. 
And Jeſus came forth carrying his croſs; but as 
they were leading him, they found one Simon of 
Cyrene, as he came out of the country, whom they 
took, and compelled to carry the crois after Jeſus. 
There were alſo two thieves that were led with him to 
be crucified. And there followed a great multitude 
of people, and of women that lamented, to whom 
Jeſus turned and foretold the. lamentable deftruc# 
tion of Jeruſalem. And when they were come into 
the place called Calvary, but in the Hebrew, Gol- 
gotha, they gave him to drink wine mingled with 
myrrh, and vinegar mingled with gall :: and when 
he had taſted it, he would not drink it: and they 
crucified: him there (and it was the third hour) and 
two thieves with him, one on the right hand, and 
the other on the left. And Jeſus ſaid, Father 
_ 1 « forgive 
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* forgive them: ſor they know not what they do 
And Pilate wrote a ſuperſcription in Hebrew, Greek, 
and Latin, and put it on the croſs: which, at the 
requeſt of the chief prieſts, Pilate would not alter. 
And after they had crucified him, they divided his 
garments into four parts, to every ſoldier, that was 
employed in his execution, a part: and caſt lots 
for his ſeamleſs coat, whoſe it ſhould be, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled © and ſitting down they 
watched him there; and the people ſtood beholding 


him. But they that paſſed by, reviled him, wagging 


their heads, and ſaying, ©* Oh, thou that defiroyeit 
the temple, and buildeſt it in three days, fave thy- 
% ſelf. 14 thow-be' the Son of God, come down 
«from the croſs.” Likewiſe alſo the chief prieſts, 
and rulers, with the people, and ſcribes, and elders, 
mocking, and ſcoffing, faid amongſt themſelves, 
« He faved others, himſelf he cannot ſave. If he 
4 be the King of Iſrae!; if that Chriſt, the choſen 
£ of God, let him come down from the croſs, and 
« we will believe him. He truſted in God, let him 
deliver him if he will have him; for he ſaid; 
41 am the Son of God.“ The ſoldiers alſo 
mocked him, and coming to him, c ffered him vi- 
negar, ſaying, If thou be the King of the Jews, 
*« ſave thyſelf. The thieves alſo that were cruci- 
fied with him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. And one 
of them, continuing his railing againſt him, the 
other being converted, rebuked him, and ſaid unto 
Jeſus, “ Lord remember me when thou comeſt into 
« thy kingdom.” To whom Jeſus anſwered, 'T'o 
day ſhalt thou be with me in Paradiſe.” And 
there ſtood by his croſs. the mother of Jeſus, and his 
mother's ſiſter, Mary, the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalen. When Jeſus therefore ſaw his 
mother, and the difciple whom he-loved ſtanding 
by, he (aid to his mother, „ Behold thy Son,” and 
to the diſciple, «+ Behold thy mother. And when 
the ſixth hour was _— there was darkneſs over 

| 2 | all 
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all the land, or country, until the ninth hour: and 
about the ninth hour, Jeſus cried out with a loud 
voice, „Eli, Eli, lamma ſabaQhani?”” and ſome 
that tood by, ſaid, He calleth Elias, Luke xxiii. 
26, 38. Matt. xxvii. 32, $0. Luke xxiii. 44, 45 46. 
Aſter this, when Jeſus knew that all things were 
accompliſhed, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
he laid, „ I thirit.” Now there was ſet there a 
veſſel full of vinegar, and they filled a ſpunge with. 
vinegar, and 5 it upon hy ſſop, or a reed, and put 
it to his mouth, 
„% us ſee if Elias will come to ſave him, and take 
*« him down.“ But Jeſus, when he had received the 
vinegar, ſaid, lt is finithed.”” And then again he 
cried with a loud voice, “ Father into thy hands E 
commend wy ſpirit, and bowing bis- head, he gave 
up the ghet.“ And when the Centurion ſaw that 
he io cr.&d out, and gave up the ghett; he glorified. 
God, ſaying, - . Truly this is a juſt man, truly this 
is the Son of God. Mark xv. 38, 42. * 
And bebold the vail of the temple was rent itt, 


twin from the top ike bottom, àndthe earth did 


quake, and the rocks rent, and the graves were 
opened, and many bodies of the ſaints, which ſlept, 
aroſe, and came out of their graves after his ceſur - 
rection, and went into the holy city, and appesred 
unto many. And the Centurion, and they thatsſtood 
over againſt, and they that watched Jeſus, when they. 
ſaw the earthquake, and the 2 that were done, 
- feared greatly, ſaying, Truly chis was the Son of 
„ Ged.“ And all the people that came together to- 
that fight, be hola in g the things that were done, {mote 


their breaſts, and re urned. And his acquaintance, 


and the women which followed him from Galilee, 
food afar off, beholding theſe things, among whom 
were Mary Magdalen, and Mary the mother of 
James the leſs, and mother of Joſes, and Salome, who 
alſo, when he was in Galilee, followed him, and mi- 
niitred unto him, and many other women that came

The Jews therefore, that the bodies ſhould not re-

The ſoldiers there- 
fore came and brake the legs of the two thieves, 
but not of Jeſus, becauſe he was already dead. Yet 


one of them with a ſpear pierced his fide, and there | 


came out blood and water, and theſe things were 
done that the Scriptures might be fulfilled, Job xix. 

1, 37. | 
3 And when even was now come, becauſe it was 
the preparation, that is, the day before the Sabbath, 
there came Joſeph of Arimathea, a rich man, and 
an honourable counſellor, Who allo looked for the 
kingdom of God, a good, and a juſt man, and one 
who had not conſented to the counſel and deed of 
them. Being a diſciple, but ſecretly for fear of the 


Jews, came boldly to Pilate, and begged the body 


of Jeſus. Pilate marvelled that he was already 


dead, and calling the centurion, aſked him; and when 


he knew it, he gave the body to Joſeph. There 


came alſo Nicodemus (which at firſt came to Jeſus 


by night) and brought a mixture of myrrh, and 
aloes about an hundred pound weight: and they 
took the body of Jeſus and wrapped it in a linen.

was to bury. And Joſephs» laid it in his own new 
ſepulchre, which he had hewn out of. a rock, 
wherein yet never man was laid, and which was in 
a garden in the place where Jeſus was cracified, 
rolling a great (tone io the door of the ſepulchre: 
and Mary Magdalen, and Mary the mother of Jo- | 
ſes, who came with him from Galilee, beheld where 
they laid him, fitting over againſt the Sepulchre: 
and they returned and prepared ſpices and oint- 
ments, and reſted on the Sabbath day according to

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the commandment, Jobn xix. 38, 42. Luke xxiii.

The next day [April 4th] the Phariſees beſought 
Pilate that he would command the ſepulchre to be 
made ſure until the third day, adding their realon, 
which, when he had yielded to, they went and 
made the ſepulchre ſure, ſealing the ſtone and ſet- 
ting a watch, 8 | 
In the end of the Sabbath, or when the Sabbath 
was now paſt [ April the 5th] when it dawned to- 
wards the firſt day of the week, in the morning very 
early, whilſt it was yet dark, came Mary Magdalen, 
and Mary the mother of James and Salome, bring- 
ing ſpices Which they had bought, that they migit 
ſee the ſepulchre, and anoint Jeſus ; and they ſaid, 
<< Who ſhall roll away the ftone from the door fer 
% us?“ And when the ſun was riſen, coming to the 
ſepulchre, they ſaw the ſtone rolled away: for be- 
hold there was a great earthquake: for the angel of 
the Lord came down from heaven, and rolled away 
the ſtone, and ſat upon it: and they went in, but 
found not the body of the Lord jelus: and it came 
to paſs, ag/they were much perplexed thereat, be- 
hold two men came to them in ſhining raiment z 
heir countdgances were as lightening, and their 
gxrments white as ſnow. Matthew and Mark 
mention but one angel: and the keepers for fear 
did ſhake, and became as dead men. And when 
the women were afraid and bowed their faces to the 
earth, the angels ſaid to them, ** Fear not ye, L 
„ know that ye ſeek Jeſus that was crocified : but 
t why ſeek ye the living amongſt the dead? He is 
% not here: he is riſen as he faid, come and fee 
the place where the Lord was laid, and remem- 
e ber what he ſajd, whilſt he was in Galilee with 
*« you,” ſaying, ©* The Son of man muſt be de · 
% livered into the hands of ſinful men, and te 
„ Erucified, and the third day riſe again: but go 
« ye quickly, and tell his diſciples, and Peter, 
* that he is riſen from the dead, and _— he 
„ Ulm; 
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„% goes. before 'you-into Galilee, there ſhall ye ſee; 
e him;. behold, 1 haye told you Then the wo- 
men remembered the words of Jeſas, and they de- 
parted quickly out of the ſepulchte with fear and 
wonder, and great joy, and ran to tell his diſciples: 
but they ſaid nothing to any man as they went: for 

they were afraid. And when the women told theſe 

things to the eleven, and to all the reſt, their words 
ſeemed to them as idle tales- But Mary Magdalen 

telling Peter, and the other diiciple; whom Jeſus 

loved, **. They have taken away the Lord, and we. 
„ know not where they have laid him; Peter and 
that other diſciple went out, and came to the ſepul-- 
chre: bat that other diſciple did oyt-run Peter, 


and came firi. :o the ſepulchre, and when he ſtooped 


down, he ſaw the linen clothes lying, but went not 
in. Then came Peter following him, and went in- 
to the ſepulchre, and ſaw the linen clothes lie, and 
the napxin that was about his head not lyiag with 
them, but wrapped together in a place by itſelf: 


then went in that other diſciple, and. ſaw and be- 


h-ved, and Peter went unto his own home, won 


. dring at what was done: for as yet they knew not 
the Scriptures, that he mult rife again from the 


dead. And the diſciples went to their own home. 
But Mary Magdalen ſtood without at the ſepulchre 
weeping, and whilſt ſhe wept, ſhe ſtooped down in 
the ſepulchre and ſaw two angels in white, fittings. 
the one at the head, and the other at the feet, 
where the body of Jeſus had lain; and they {aid 
unto her, Woman, why weepeſt thou? She ſaid 
„They have taken away my Lord, and 1 know 
© not where they have laid him :** and when ſhe 
had thus ſaid, ſhe turned back, and ſaw Jeſus, buy 
knew not that it was he. And Jeſas ſaid to her, 
„% Why weepeſt thou! Whom ſeekeſt thou?“ She, 
ſuppoling that it had been the gardiner, ſaid, If 
«© thou haſt borne him hence, tell me where thou 
*« haſt laid him, and Iwill take him away :”* Jeſus 
ſaid to her, Touch me not, but go and tell my 
« brethren, 
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* brethren, ſaying, I go, &c.”” And ſhe came 
and told his diſciples, and thoſe that had been with 
him, as they were weeping and mourning, that ſhe- 
had ſeen the Lord, had chat he had ſaid theſe things: 
to her: but they believed her not. And as the wo- 
men went from the ſepulchre (perhaps Mary Mag- 
dalen was abſent) that they might tell his diſciples, 
behold Jeſus met them, and ſaid unto them,“ All 
© hail,” and they came and held him by the feet, 
and worſhipped him. Then ſaid jeſus to them, 
« Be not afraid, go and tell my brethren that they 
«« go into Galilee, there they ſhall ſee me, John 
XX. 1, 2, 18. Luke xxiv. 1, 12. Mark xiv, 1, IT. 
Matt. xxvin. 1, 8, 9,. 10. 9 

15 Now when they were going, behold the watch 
went into the city, and ſhewed to the chief prieſts- 
all che things that were done: and when they were 
aſſembled with the elders, they took counſel, and' 
gave large ſums of money to the ſoldiers that they 

ould ſay, that Ris diiciples came end ſtole him 
away whilſt they ſlept: and “ if it come to- the go- 
t vernor's ears, (ſaid they) we will perſuade him, 
and ſecure you.” So they took the money, and' 
did as they were taught: and this ſaying is com- 
monly reported amongſt the Jews. to this day. 
Matt. xxviii. 11, 15. E . 4 
And two of them went into the country that ſame 
day to a village fixty furlongs from Jeruſatem,.cal- 
led Emavs ; and as they journied, Jeſus went along 
with them; and they, telling what things were 
done concerning fFeſus of Nazareth, how he was 
crucified, and that he roſe again, &c. Jefus ſhewed 
them out of the Scriptures, that it behoved Chriſt 
td ſuffer, and to enter into his glory. And in the 
village, when he had taken bread, and given 
thanks, and broken it, he was known to them, 
their eyes being opened, though he appeared in 
another form, and he vaniſhed out of their fight. 
And they roſe up that ſame hour, and returned to 
| . | Jeruſalem

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Jeruſalem to the eleven, who faid to theſe two, 
« The. Lord is riſen indeed, and hath appeared 
© unto Simon.” Phen they told them what thipgs: 
were done in the way, and hom he was: known of“ 
them in breaking of bread : but neither believedi 
they them, Luke xxiv. 13, 35. Mark. xv. 13, 133. 
Whilſt they yet ſpake, it being evening, in the- 
firſt day of the week, the doors being Mut where: 
the diſciples were gathered together ſor fear-of the 
Jews, came Jeſus himſelf and ſtood in the- midſt of 
them, and ſaid, ** Peace be unto you:“ but they» 
were affrighted, ſuppoſing that they had ſeen. a+ 
ſpirit ;- but he: upbraided them with their: unbe- 


.  hef, and hardneſs. of heart, becauſe they had nog · 


believed thoſe that had ſeen him fince he was riſen :; 
and he faid unto them, Why are you:troubled'?+ 
„% See my hands and my feet: a ſpirit hath not fleſh-. 
and bones: and be ſhewed them his- Hande, and 
bis feet, and his ſide: and when they believed not 
for joy, and wondered, he ſaid unto them, * Have 
ye here any meat ?“ And be did eat a piece of © 
broiled meat and an honey-comb: and his diſciples 
rejoiced that they had feen the; Lord. And he fad 
unto them, „ Theſe are the- words that I ſpake 
„ unto. you, while I was yet wich you that aM 
& things muſt be fulfilled which were written in the 
„% Law of Moſes, and in the Prophets, and in the 
«« Pſalms of me.” Then he opened their onder- 
ſtandings that they might underſtand the Scriptures, . 
and ſaid unto them, Thus it is written, and thus 
<< jt behoved Chriſt to ſuffer} and to rife from the 
% dead the third day, and that repentance and re- 
* miſſion of fins ſhould' be preached in his- name 
„ among all nations, and ye are witneſſes of theſe 
« things. And behold, I ſend the promiſe of my 
« Father among you: but tarry ye at Jeruſalem, 
till ye have received power from on high.. 
He ſaid again unto them, ** Peace be unto you: 
*<- as my Father ſent me, ſo I. ſend you. Go ye. 
. 6. into 
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into all the world and preach the Goſpel to 
'« every creature: he that believes and is baptized, | 
fall be ſaved: but he that believes not, ſhalt 
* be damned. And theſe ſigns ſhall follow them 
e that belie ve: in my name they ſhall caſt out de- 
« vils; they ſhall ſpeak-new tongues :. they ſhall. 
take up ſerpents:. and if they drink any deadly 
c thing it ſhall not hurt them: they ſhall lay their 
9 1k on the ſick, and they ſhall. recover. And 
when he had ſaid theſe things, he breathed on 
them, and ſaid, Receive ye the Holy Ghoſt : 
** whoſe fins ye remit, they are remitted to them, 
« and whoſe: ſins ye retain, they are retained.” 
Thus Jeſus appeared five times in the firſt day of 
_ his reſurrection, John xx. 19, 23. Luke xxiv. 36, 
49. Mar. xiv. 14-18. mw | 
But Thomas, called Dydimus, was not with 
them when Jeſus came, and the reſt of the difeiples: 
told him, We have ſeen the Lord :?* but he very 
confidently. profeſſed that he would not believe it. 
Aſter eight days {[April;the 2th} Thomas being 
then preſent with the reſt, Jeſus came, the doors 
being ſhut, and ſtood in the midſt, and ſaid unto- 
them, „Peace be unto you, and abundantly ſatis«. 
ned Thomas's unbelief, John xx. 24, 29 Luke: 
| XXIV, 16, 20. a 0 | * 
Ten the eleven diſciples went into Galilee unto 
the mountain that he had appointed them. And 
when they ſaw him, they worſhipped him, but ſome 
_ doubted :. and when Jeſus came unto them, he ſaid, 
% All power is given unto me both in heaven 
«© and earth, go therefore and teach all nations, 
« baptizing them, &c. and lo I am with you to 
* the end of the world, Matt, xxviii. 16, 20. 
After that, Jeſus was ſeen of above five hundred 
hrethren-at: once; and after that to James, 1 Cor. 
XV. 6, >, 
Afterwards Jeſus ſhewed himſelf to his diſciples. 
_ Ak the ſea of Tiberias; or at leaſt to ſeven of them,

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28 they were fiſhing, For they having fiſhed all 


night and caught nothing, in the morning, Jeſus, 
unknown to them, ſtood upon the ſhore, and 
bid them caſt their net on the right ſide of the ſhip, 
and they caught an hundred and fifty and three 
great fiſhes: and Jefas ſaid unto them, Come 
«« and dine;”” and none of them durſt aſk him, 
« Who art thou?” knowing it was the Lord. 
When they had dined, he warned Peter thrice of 
his paſtoral charge as he loved Jeſus, and fore. 
warned him what kind of death he ſhould die. And 
to Peter's queſtion concerning John, he gave an an- 
ſwer that was not rightly underſtood of the bre- 
thren, John xxi. 1, 24. | : 9 
Laſt of all he appeared to his diſciples in Jeruſa- 
lem, and led them out as far as Bethany, and he 
lift up his hands, and bleſſed them. And it came 
to paſs, that as he bleſſed them, he was parted 
from them, and carried up into heaven, Luke xxiv. 
o, 51. Matt. xxviti. 19. | x 
This Jeſus-Chriſt was promiſed to Adam in Pa- 
radiſe-prefently after his fall in theſe words, The, 
4 — of the woman ſhall break the ſerpent's 
« head: but whether he ſhould come of Jew or 
Gentile, not a word was told him. After this 
Abraham (the Hebrew) was given to underſtand, 
that of his ſeed ſhould come the Meſſiah : but of 
what tribe, nothing was revealed. To Jacob in- 
deed it was ſhewed, that of the tribe of Judah 
ſhould Shiloh come: but whether male, or female, 
nothing certain. David was aſſured that a ſon of 
his ſhould fit upon his throne for ever. But tiil 
Iſaiah, it was not known that he ſhould be born of 
a pure virgin: „that a woman ſhould compaſs a 
„ man, Iſa. vii. 17. ** Behold a virgin, that 
famous virgin (the original ſets it forth with an ac- 
cent) ſpoken of Gen. iii. 15.“ ſhall conceiye and 
«« bear a ſon.” The very place of his birth was 
not ſet forth till Micah did it, Mich. v. ii. Not

[24.7 De Life-and Death of our Bleed 
the juſt time till Daniel foretold it, Dan. ix. 24. 
Thus by degrees, and piece-meal (as it were) God 
ſpake of old to the fathers by his ſervants the pro- 
Phets, Heb. i. 1. Every age almoſt, brought forth 
ſome, new thing touching the babe of Bethlehem 
(wrapf up in the ſwathbands of the Ho'y Scriptures) 
Either in expreſs and evident terms, and teſtimonies, 
or elſe · in mirrors and miracles. Laſtly, John Ba 
tiſt (Fibula Leges & gratie, as one calls him) the 
buckler of the law and goſpel, pointed him out with 
his finger, Behold the Lamb of God, &c.“ 


Now this Jeſus Chriſt is the moſt excellent perſon 


in the world; the faireſt among men: worth ten 
thouſand of us, as the people ſaid of David, 2 Sam. 
xv. 3. Look upon him as he is deſcribed, 
' Heb. i. 1, 2, 3. For his nobility, he is God's 
own Son: for his riches, He is ** heir of all 
things : for his wiſdom, «* He made the worlds: 
for his eminency, “ He is the brightneſs of his Fa- 
* ther's glory, and the expreſs image of his per- 
« fon ; for his might, © He-upholdeth all things 
 «& by the word.of his power; far his merits, 

oY He hath. by himſelf purged our ſins:“ for his 
preferment, He fat 
« the Majeſty on High.“ Trap's Treaf. 

The quality and kind of Chriſt's death is re- 


markable for three characters which were engraven 


on the death of the croſs, which he died, 

1. For the painfulneſs of it. The nature of that 
death was painſul: for death itſelf is painful; no 
man pays that debt with eaſe. When Aſa died, he 
cried, ** Ah, my feet.“ When David died, be 
complains, ** O wy cold body.” When the Shu- 
namite's child died, he cries, ** Ah, my pained 
« head?” When Uzzah died, he cries, Oh my 
e« Jeprous ſkin.” Life is a precious pearl: but 


there are three things beſides, which made Chriſt's 


death painful. 24

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1. Violence. It is painſul to die of any violent 


diſeaſe: but when five deaths do all concur, and 


ſtrive which of them ſhall diſpatch the poor man 


ſooneſt, this muſt needs be more painful. Such was 


Chriſt's death, which made him complain. Pſalm 
xxii. 16. They-pierced my hands and my feet,”” 
and John xix. 34. One of the ſoldiers with a 
«« ſpear pterced his ſide, and forthwith there came 


© out blood and water.” Here are five deaths - 


that invaded a living man. Death on each hand; 
and on each leg, and death on his fide, though 
this laſt came a little too late. Now a violent 
death it muſt needs be, when ſtrong and great nails 
did pierce the- moſt nervous parts of his body, his 
hands, and his feet. (ſt 
2. Slowneſs. Four leiſurely violent deaths ſeized 
on him. Blood is the life of the living creature : 
then look. how long his blood-was coming out, his 
hfe was dropping out as long. It's a great aggra- 
vation for a man to be long a dying, and yet-cans 
not die. To have his torment quick, —

terror: when he was ſcourged, and crowned with 
thorns. | | 
2. He was ſo weakened in body thereby, that he 


was not able to bear his on croſs; which made him 


complain. Pfſalm xx1. 17. «© 1 may tell all my 
2 «« bones, 


yet his 


dach hand, and at each foot made his pain the . 
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ce bones. My ſtrength is dried up like a pot- 
% heard. So that Chriſt began to die the night 
before, and continued dying twenty. four hours, the 


Lord's anger and curſe being on him, and then bo- 


dily pain, with the curſe of the law all this time, 
wrought upon him. And Chriſt, in bearing the 
pains bf the ſecond death, did ſuffer that which all 
theele& ſhould have ſuſtained in their ſouls for 
ever. Ifaiah liii. 6. The Lord laid upon him 
4% the iniquity of us all ;*”* and though Chriſt died 
but'one death for all the eleR, yer in the extremity 
of the pain, it was many deaths to him. 
+. 35 Many degrees of life were taken from him. 

Conſider how much of life Chriſt had, and the re- 
moving of it by violence muſt be fo much the more 


painful. Now life natural had in Chriſt a ſweet 
and a peaceable dwelling ; the poſſeſſion of life was 


with excellent delights. It was planted beſides the 
glorious Godhead perſonally, and ſo had ſweet 
company, and that made it pleaſant. It had not 
been ſo much to take away the life of a common 
man, whoſe life is not privileged with grace, and 
the grace of a perſonal union with God. 

The ſecond character that was engraven on 


Chriſt's death was, that it was ſhameſul, and re- 


proachful. Now ſhame is, firſt, fundamentally in 
the cauſe. Sin, and fin ated by men againſt that 


law of God is the only foundation of ſhame. Exod: 
_. xxX#1i. 23. Aaron made the people naked to their 
% ſhame.” 80 2 Sam. xiii. 13. Shame and fin are 
near a kin. And thus Chriſt was no more capable 


of ſhame than he was of fin. He came out of the 
wotnh clothed with the white robe of 1anocency, and 


he never contracted one black ſpot on that fair robe 


of the higheſt image of God from the womb to the 
grave, and theretore there was no ſhame funda- 
mentally in Chriſt. | 

2. There is ſhame formally in fin : and that, firſt, 


In being aſhamed actively. Secondly, In bearing 


of ihame paſſively. In the former conſideration, 
becauie fin is a ſhameful thing in itſelf, Jer. xi. 
13. There is an internal bluſhing, and ſhame 
ariſing from ſin, ; the conſcience of the ſinner (if it 
be not camerizes) thinking ill of ſin, and eſteem-

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ing itſelf baſe in doing it- Rom. vi. 21. What 


«« fruit had you in thoſe things whereof you are 


% now aſhamed?” 80 Chrift thought ill of fin, 


and eſteemed the creature baſe in ſinning. 2. Chriſt 
our Lord being our Surety, though he could not be 
aſhamed of any fin he did himſelf, yet being made 
a fin for us, he did bear the ſhame of our fin; and 
thus he was not free from ſhame paſkvely, as it is a 
puniſhment of fin. Iſa. I. 6. «* I gave my back to 
the ſmiters, and my cheeks to them that plucked 
% off the hair: I hid not my face from ſhame and 
60 itting.”? Heb. x11. 2. He endured the croſs, 
40 2 the ſname. So then in theſe reſpects, 
Chriſt did bear our ſhame, | 

1. In that, though he was the Lord of Glory, 
and thought it no robbery to be equal with the 
« Father,“ yet he abaſed himfelf to become man: 


| yea, the loweft of men, a ſervant, Phil. ii. 6, 7, 8. 


Matt. xx. 28. Iſa. xlix. 7. 


2. All the tokens of reproach and ſhame were on 
his ſufferings: as, 

1. In geſtures: they put a crown of thorns on his 
head, and a reed for a ſcepter in his hand, to mock 
his kingly power. They ſaluted him with mocks, 
and bowing the knee to him. | 

2. In words: They cried out, „Hail, King of 
the Jews :”* they {corned his prophetical dig- 
nity, when they blindfolded him, ſaying, Pro- 
« pheſy who it is that ſmote thee.” And to deride 


his prieſthood, they put a robe on him: and when 


he was on the croſs offering himſelf as our prieſt in 
a ſacrifice to God, all that paſſed by, wagged their 
heads, and ſhot. out their lips, ſaying, © He truſted ' 
% in God, let him deliver him, &c.” Then did 
they ſpit in his face, which in the law was a great 
ſuame, Deut. xxv. 9, 50. Job xxx. 10. 

3. His death was ſhameſul, the death of a thief 
and robber: ſoit is called, Chriſt's reproach, Heb, 
xiii. 13. Let us go forth bearing his reproach.“ 


It was a ſhameful thing to ſee the Lord of Glory, 


bearing his own croſs on his back, and all the chi- 
dren and baſe ones of the city woadring at him, 


and crying out upon him. This is called the re- 
proach, 
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| proach, or. ſhame of Chriſt, Heb. xi, 26. Pſalm

| + They ſhamed him in pulling: off his garments, 
aud ſcourging him, as Jer. xiii. 26. They brought 
him bound to Pilate as if he had been a common 
_ thief, Matt. xxvi. 2. Hence Ifa, liii. 3. He was 
«© deſpiſed, and rejected of men: and we hid as it 
«© were our faces from him.“ He had all ſhame put 
upon him; He was branded as the greateſt thief of 
the three: He went out at the gate of life bleeding, 
pained, curſed, ſhamed, forſaken, deſpiſed, ' and. 
mocked. Even the fun ſeemed to be aſhamed io 
ſee its Creator in ſo painful a condition, and there- 
fore hid its head. 3:6. 
The third character which was engraven on 
Chria's death, was the curſe of God. Now the
